SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Jan. 91.—The hour having 
arrived for the election of a United States Sena- 
tor, the Senate reconvened} and the Secretary 
read the United States statute prescribing the 
modus operandi. 

Senator Whiting, of Bureau, witb a ponder- 
ously-written oration, procceded to nomivate 
John A. Logan, whom he calied a great states- 
man, patriot, and soldier. Asthe orator pro- 
ceeded with bis turgid monotony, the Senators 
on the Democratic side dozed off into gentie 
slumber, while those on the other picked their 
teeth and played with their watch-chains. 

Sevator Mayborne, of Kane, seconded the 
nomination, and occasionally flew to rhetorical 
hights, from which he fell like the stick from an 
exhausted rocket. 

Senator Hunt, of Edgar, came to the relief 
of the previous speaker, and seconded the nom- 
ination in a modest little speech, which lacked 
the vim and fire which marked his effort when 
nominating Dick Oglesby in the caucus. . His 
speech to-day was that of the paid attorney. 

Senator Dearborn, of Mason, on behalf of the 
Democratic party, nominated Gen. John C. 
Black, and was seconded by 

SENATOR CALLON, OF MORGAN, 

who called attention to the faci that no corrup- 
tioun-moneys bad ever touched the hands of his 
candidate. Gen. Black brought po army of 
hired henchmen to fill the Capitol and the hotel! 
corridors, and wrench from the representatives 
of the people the Senatorial prize. His nomina- 
tion sought him before he knew he was a candl- 
dute. Mr. Callon then proceeded to have his 
little say about the Electoral Commission, ** the 
stupendous fraud, by the side of wiich treason 
is respectable.’’ Gen. Biack was a soldier, and 
he drew bis sword without persuasion, and when 
the time came he knew how to eheathe it. 

Senator Merritt, of Marion, was glad “we 
were here, and regretted there wasn’t more”’ 
of us. [Laugbter.} It should never be said 
that the position of United States Senator was 
bandied about, bartered, and traded for. Its 
occupant should say that he was called to it. by 
the popular voice. ten. Black has never truck- 
led after it. He has no taint on his political 
record; no ex-jail-birds flocked here in his be- 
half. The office sought him,and Mr. Merritt 
trusted he would be elected. 

The roil-call was then ordered. 

WHEN SENATOR RIDDLE’S NAME WAS CALLED, 
be rose toexplain his vote. He stated that he 
had done all he could do to prevent the nomina- 
tion of Gen. Logan. The speaker represented 
a Republican constituency. He did not believe 
that Logan represented a majority of the Re- 
publican party, or was the best man in the party. 
His constituents did not believe that the Senate 
Chamber was ap arena for a gladiatorial display. 
It was the place for cool, caim, deliberate judg- 
ment. The speaker wished it understood that 
he was loyal to the Republican party, and, when 
he voted for John A. Logan, he voted for the Re- 
publican party, and not for the individual pamed. 
He wished the Senators nderstand that 
they were turning off an old servant of the Re- 
publican party and taking up with a recent con- 
vert. Oglesby’s name had never been tarnished 
with corruption funds or back-pay steals, and, 
as one of the great Republican party, the speak- 
er wished to enter his protest against the crime 
of turning out one of the grandest patriots the 
party ever possessed. 
THE ROLL-CALL 

was proceeded with, and Logan was elected by 
the strict party vote of 26 to 24, Artiey having 
voted for McAuliffe, the Socialist candidate.

SOUTHERN CLAIMS. 
A HOUSE DEBATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurmeron, D. C., Jan. 21.—A very notable 
debate on the subject of Southern claims took 
place in the House this afternoon, just before 
adjournment. A biil was reported from the 
Committee on War Claims sending to the 
Court of Claims to be acjudicated in accordance 
with the laws and practices of the Southern 
Claims Commission a claim for property de- 
stroyed by the Union army during the War of 
the Rebellion. The bill was supported by the 
Democrats of the Committee which reported it, 
and ‘by Mr. Keifer, Republican, from Ohio. 
Gen. Bragg, Democrat, of Wisconsin, and Mr. 
Clarkson N. Potter opposed the bill, and several 
little speeches of the latter attracted much at- 
tention and called forth general applause from 
the Republicans. He said that the United States 
was not under obligation to pay any man for 
property destroyed by the army within the lines 
of the enemy., after: the expiration of the six 
years fixed for the presentation of such claims 
to the Commission, unléss it assumed such an 
obligation. He also called attention to the fact 
that this was the first of an innumerable pumber 
of Seuthern claims which, if this bill was passed, 
would be presénted to Congress, and would be 
jast as deserving of consideration as it. The 
passage of the bill in question would establish 
a precedent that would Ict in @ whole horde of 
Southern claims. Tothis he was opposed. Mr. 
Goode, of Virginia, had said a few days ago 
that the Southern people do not desire 
to have these claims paid, and it was better to 
stop right bere. It had been said that the 
South was ful) of such claims, and be knew that 
as to the question of loyalty, it was possible to 
get all sorts of testimony. If Congress did not 
propose to pay all these claims, said Mr. Potter, 
which are said to amount to a thousand mill- 
ions, and bankrupt the Treasury, this was the 
time to stop. At any rate, be was determined 
that there should be at least one Democrat who 
did not allow a precedent of this kind to be 
established without a protest.

THE APPROPRIATIONS. 
POSTAL SERVICE. 
Sneciai Dispaich to The Tribune. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Jan. 21.—The House Ap- 
propriation Committee to-day had avery ani- 
mated discussion on the Post-Oflice Appropria- 
tion bill. The issue in Committee has been 
joined on party lines unfortunately, and the 
subject upon which the Committee has divided 
is the appropriation for the Railway Postal 
Service. The Democrats desire to separate 
that appropriation from the Bureau 
of the Second-Assistant Postmaster-General, 
where it has always been, and to materially re- 
duce the amount appropriated. It is ynder- 
stood that the reductions proposed v.ould ip- 
evitably create a deficiency, as they did this 
year, and greatly cripple the service. This po- 
sition of the Democrats on the Committee 
can be interpreted in no other way 
than as a direct thrust at the business 
interests of the North, and as such it is in- 
tended by the Southern Democrats who control 
the Committee. In singular contrast to their 
appropriatiens for the arteries of railway com- 
munication is the liberality which the Demo- 
crats show towards the star routes, or mail- 
wagon service, and te the service more 
especially on mail routes through 
the South. The controversy’ will be 
brought from the Committee into the House, 
and it remains to be seen whether the Northern 
Democrats will sacrifice the great business in-

THE PENSION BILL. 
IT IS CONSIDERED IN CABINET MEETING. 
Mpecial Dispatch te The Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C,, Jan. .21.—The Cabinet 
gave extended consideration to the Pension bill 
to-day. The President asked for the opinion of 
all present. He said he fully appreciated the 
importance of the measure, and the motives 
which prompted Congress to deal thus liberally 
with those entitled to pensions. He was aware 
that the bill: would take large sums from the 
Treasury, but, however much be might question 
‘the expediency of making so large a drain on 
the natiouval resources at this time, still be sym- 
pathized with this and every other proposition 
to give the defenders of the Union all the legal 
and equitable rights to which they are entitled, 

Secretary Sherman, in reply to the President, 
said that a careful estimate made in his Depart- 
ment convinced him that the bill would require 
$150,000,000 if it was signed. Congress must, 
by additional taxation, or duties, or by author- 
izing the sale of bonds, make specific provision 
for the payment, or there would be a deficiency. 
Mr. Schurz thougbt the estimate of the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, made after the bull 
passed, correct, and this was $50,000,000. 

There was a general feeling that Congress had 
chosen an inoportuve time for taxing the Treas- 
ury so beavily, and that it would have been bet- 
ter to wait till the country bad recovered more 
daecidedly from the depression of the last five 
tears. Most were of the opiaion that it would 
be impolitic to veto the bill, even if it could 
be sustained, which, in view of the large vote 
+ which the biil received, was “pot deemed at all 
likely. No formal decision was announced by 
the President, but a Cabinet officer expresses 
the opinion that the bill will be signed without 
any doubt.

THE BLODGETT CASB.

Wasurnoton, D. C., Jan. 21.—It has been re- 
ported in some of the Chicago newspapers that 
the charges preferred against Judge Blodgett 
which have been made the basis of the investiga- 
tion referred to certain whisky cases, and to the 
State Insurance Company suit, in which Cooper 
wasepgaged.

To. all 
these this Society has given homes in 
Africa. Applications are daily received from 
enterprising colored people, and the Committee 
thinks that balfa million are considering re- 
moval to Africa. Exodus associations bave 
been formed under the auspices of the Society 
at several promiment Southern points. The 
greater portion of those who left Charleston on 
the bark Avon last spring have settled to the 
north of Monravia. The Society thinks that the 
efforta of the colored people te obtain from 
Congress $100 to emable them to remove to 
Africa is worthy of the serious attention of the 
whole nation. | 

SOUTH CAROLINA APPOINTMENT. 

The President sent to the Senate to-day the 
nomination of Samuel Lee to be Postmaster of 
Sumter Court-House, 8. C. Mr. Lee isa very 
intelligent mulatto who has held positions in 
Washington, and, until Jast November, was Pro- 
bate Judge of Sumter County. He is thé ablest 
and most influential Republican in bis section. 
The Democrats undertook to bullaoze him be- 
fore the November election, and to drive him 
out of the county after the campaign was over, 
because, in his capacity oi United States 
Commissioner, he undertook to bring the 
meu who were guilty of fraud to punishment. 
His appointment to the Postmastership will 
have a tendency to restore the confidence of the 
Republicans of South Carolinain the President’s 
disposition to do everything which is proper to 
show his sympathy for the persecuted Repub- 
licans of that State, and to protect them when 
he can legaliy do so.

SENATE. 

WasHinctow, D. C., Jan. 21.—Mr. Morrill, 
from the Committee on Finance, reported, with- 
out amendment, the House bill passed by the 
House on the 16th instant, to facilitate the re- 
funding of the national debt. Placed on the 
calendar. 

The following is the text of the bill referred 


to: 

A BILL to authorize the issue of certificates of de- 
posit in aid of the refunding of the public debt. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 

sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is hereby authorized and directed to issue, in 
exchange for lawful money of the United States that 
may be presented for suck exchange, certificates of 
deposit of the denomination of $10, bearing inter- 
est at the rate of 3 per centum per annum, and 
convertible at any time, with accrued interest, into 
the 4-per-centum bonds described in the Refunding 
act; and the money so received shall be applied 
only to the payment of the 5-20 bonds in the mode 
prescribed by said act, and he is authorized to pre- 
scribe suitable rules and regulations in conformity 
with this act. 

Mr, Matthews presented a bill to prevent the 
introduction of contagious or infectious dis- 
eases in the United States, and to establish a 
Bureau of Public Health, Referred. 

By Mr. Chaffee—A joint resolution directing 
the cancellation of $1 and $2 United States 
notes. Laid on the table, to be called up by Mr. 
Chaffee hereafpér. 

At the conclusion of the morning business, 
bills on the calendar were considered. 

The Senate bill to authorize the Secretary of 
the Interior to deposit certain funds held by 
him as Trustee for the Indian tribes in the 
Treasury of the United States in lieu of invest- 
ment, led to a long discussion. 

It authorizes the Secretary to deposit ia the 
Treasury of the United States any and all sums 
now held by him, or which may hereafter be re- 
ecived by him as Secretary of the Interior and 
Trustee of the various Indian tribes on aecount 
of the redemption of United States bends or 
other stocks and securities belonging te the 
Indian Trust Fund; and the United States shall 
pay interest semi-annually at the rate of 5 
per cent per anoum from the date of deposit 
on any and all such sums in the United States 
Treasury. 

Mr. Edmunds submitted an amendment pro- 
viding that nothfog in the act shall authorize 
the infraction of any provision of a treaty or 
agreement with amy Indian tribe or band. 


Agreed to. 

Pending discussion, the time fixed by the reso- 
lution of yesterday for laying aside the calendar 
arrived. 

Mr. Anthony moved that unfinished business 
(being the.bill te amend the Patent laws) be laid 
aside, and that today be devoted to the cun- 
sideration of bills on the calendar. Agreed to. 

The Indian Trust-Fund bill was again taken 
up. 

Mr. Beck moved to strike out “ five,”’ and in- 
sert ‘four,’ as the rate of interest to be paid. 

This amendment ied toa leogthy discussion. 

Mr. Allison proposed av amendment in place 
of that of Beck to pay 3'4 ver cent instead of 4. 

Pending discussion, Mr. Windom moved to lay 
the bili aside. Agreed to. 

The bill to amend the Patent laws was laid 
aside also, informally, so as not to lose its 
place, and the Senate proceeded to cousider the 
Naval-Appropriation bill. 

Amendinents increasing the appropriations 
$86,500 over the bill as it came from the House 
were agreed to without debate, 

Mr. Windom said the Senator from Maine 
(Blaine) desired to address the Senate on this 
bill, but was not prepared to go on to-day. 

The bill was therefore lad aside until to-mor- 


row. 

Mr. Blaine then gave notice of the following 
amendments to the bill which he wouid offer: 
That a Board of three naval ollicers from the

Also, that from and after July 1, 
1583, only such a number of graduates of the 
United States Naval Academy in any one year 
shall be entitled to appointment as midship- 
men in the navy as are required to fill the 
vacancies, to be determined by the Academic 
Board on abasis of their standing in the graduat- 
ing class. Andif the number of midshipmen 
shail not have been previously fixed and lim- 
ited by jaw, it shall be the duty of the Secretary 
to so fix it on or before July 1, 1b83. Ordered 
printed.

within the province of Congress to inquire into 
the todividual wrong of any citizen which it 
could neither prevent nor punish, and at any 
rate this investigation o t not to be vover- 
slaughed by any such panty, I did not then 
suspect the existence of dispatches which have 
been since published, but the analogy between 
these dispatches and those which. the gentle- 
map from Maine sought to have inquired ipto 
is perfect, and the House having sustained me 
in my view of the question it was notfor me 
now to seek to set on foot myself an investica- 
tion of the kind, nor to prevent the completion 
of the work which [had im hand by any such 
inquiry. Beyond that, Mr. Speaker, there were 
private personal reasons why I did not think I 
ought to set on foot any such investigation. 
The House may recoliect that when I 
introduced the resolution of inquiry a 
leading independent journal of the country 
declared that 1 did so in pursuance of a bargaio 
between Goy. Tilden and myself, in which | was 
to have his support. There are genticmen in 
this chamber now who know that when i was 
callea upon on the evening previous to the in- 
troduction of that resolution to wait upon the 
Jvint Committee in the Demvoeratic caucus, I 
was absolutely ignorant that I had been selected 
for that work, and I bad no more reason to sus- 
pect that I would be connected with it than 
any other gentleman in the House. The truth 
is that not only did [ haye no bargain with Gov. 
Tilden, but I had none with anybody else. I 
served on that Committee simply because | was 
invited to serve by the Joint Commiitee of the 
Democratic caucus, and because in 1875, as mem- 
ber of a Committee in this House, I had vis- 
ited Louisiana, and very profound 
convictions alike of the danger and 
wropog of the Returning Boara’s action.

Speaker, that conjecture has gone all over the 
United States, and nine-tenths ef the people 
who have any opinien on the subject believe 
that 1 am a member of the Committee of Inves- 
tion as confidant and agent of Gov. Tildcn. 
Beyond that, although I had endeavored to 
conduct the investigation with absolute impar- 
tiality and fairness, so much so that I do not 
believe that anybody familiar with the record 
will rise to claim that such has not been the 
fact, and so that during all that time I have ob- 
served the utmost reticence in respect of the 
object and purposes ef the Committee. “Yot 
there has been no unworthy and partisan speeci: 
that has not been falsely put into my mouth, 
and no mean or outrageous suggestion in the 
conduct of the Committee that has not been at- 
tributed to me. 

Under such circumstances, for me to volun- 
teer an investigation into these cipher dispateh- 
es was to have it said that 1 was doing so iu the 
interest of and for the peters of protecting 
and whitewashing those Whom it might affect. 
And beyond that, sir, there are in my State 
some persons who believe that I or my friends 
have cause of grievance against Mr. Tilden, and 
who, if I volunteered avy movement of the 
kind, would ascribe mv action to personal dis- 
like and spite. If the gentlemen will look at the 
New York Tribune of Saturday week they will 
see it declared that the probable cause of this 
resolution is the object of personally injuring 
Mr. Tilden. For these reasons, sir, 1 did not 
feel called upon to volunteer any action on this 
subject. I have not volunteered it, and I in- 
troduce the resolution which I do because, with- 
out any wish or request of mine, [ have been in- 
structed to do so, and I do it for no other rea- 
son. 

Mr. Butler opposed the resolution on the 
ground that Congress bad no jurisdiction over 
the private correspondence of auybody, and he 
was a private man who held no public position.

DANGERS OF CHEMISTRY. 


Terrible Possibilities of Combinations of 


Harmless Chemical Ingredients—The Pow- 
er Over Nature and Haman Life which 
Chemistry Gives. 

London Observer. 

A most unfortunate accident which has oc- 
curred at Prague recalls in many of its cir- 
cumstances the quaint traditions that ' were 
once prevalent in regardto the medieval al- 


chemists. Prof. Fischer, of the Prague Gym- 


nasium, a young man only 25 years of age 
and of the highest eminence in his profession, 
—that of chemistry,—has come to an untimely 
end under the most melancholy circum- 
stances. 
cyanide ef potassium, a drug largely used in 
photography, is a poison of the most 


deadly character. Its active ingredient is prussic 
acid. Prussic acid in its pure, or, as chemists 
would term it, “anhydrous” form, is 9 sub- 
stance too dangerous to be kept, or even maou- 
factured. If a glass capsule containing a wine- 
glassful of pure prussic acid were broken tn the 
pit of a theatre, those among the audience who 
were nearest the doors might escape, but the 
great majority would be killed on the spot. The 
prussic acid ordinarily sold, and occasionally 
used for killing dogs and cats, contains about a 
drop of the pure acid to a quarter of a pint of 


water. Pure prussic acid no chemist dare keep. 


He might as well compress a ton of dynamite 
into a single cartridge, suppussing such package 
to be pussibie, and then ieave the deadly parcel 


lying loose on the tavle. 
Cyanide of potassium is not, like prussic 
acid, volatile: It is a white powder, rather re- 
sembling flour or chalk. It is, h 
poisonous that a mere pinch of it sprinkied 


over an open wound orsore will cause aimost in- 
stantaneous death; that a fragment almost im- 
perceptible to the eye will, if- swallowed, prove 
equally fatal, and that its mere smell has before 


pow produced immediate death. it was, it seems, 
the ambition of Prot. Fischer to diseover sowe 
means of rendering cyanide of potassium harm- 


less. We can do this with gunpowder,—although 
the analogy is not strictly exact,—the means em- 


ployed with gunpowder being mechanical, while 
those for which Prof. Fischer sought were 
chemical We know what 

a light is applied to 

gunpowder. If, however, 


powder) with four or five times ita bulk of saw- 
dust, atorch may be applied to it with impuni- 


ty. The mechanical resistance of the sawdust 
makes it impossible for the explosion to at once 
spread to the whole mass, and the consequence 
is that a sort of splutter ensues, like that of a 
squid or blue-ligut. Prof. Fischer’s idea was 
that, if cyanide of potassium were thoroughly 
mixed with sal ammopiac, it would be as barm- 
less as gunpowder mixed with sawdust, but 
would still remain equally available forall those 
purposes of photography for which it is at pres- 
ent absolutely indispensable, 

In the course of his researches Mr. Fischer made 
a mixture, of which in his own mind he felt as- 
sured that it would meet the conditions of his 
problem. He compounded the cyanide witb 
some other substance, and then, turning to his 
laboratory agaistant, said: 

“Science bas now so far advanced as to. be 
even able to render harm] Lr) dangerous 30 
ageut as cyanide of potassium.” 

Witb these words he tested the mixture, and 
was almostin an instant seized with the mest 
violent andexcruciating agonies. He at once 
implored his assistant to send for medical aid. 
Cyanogen, however, whether as prussic acid or 
cyanide of potassium, kills almost instanta- 
neously, in a fewseconds Prof. Pischer was be- 
yond help. We are told that there is no possi- 
ble reason to suppose that a deliberate suicide 
had been planned and carried owt under the 
mask of experiment. Op the con » there is 
every reason to believe that the Professor 
met the fate which befel only too many of the 
early chemists and their predecessors, the aiche- 
mists. 

We know now what will hap to any ex- 
perimentglist if he dips blot vn in Ritrie 
acid, washes it, dries it, and then incautiously 
treads upon it. What happened to the old man 
who is believed—for bis record perished with 
him—to bave tirst discovered fulmimate of sil- 
ver, isamatter of scientifie reeord. That he 
was engaged in researches upon the f ates 
of the higher metals, was well known. How it 
precisely came about that he disappeared as he 
did will remain a matter of conjecture. There 
came one day a pulf,a slight shock, and a smart 
noise as if some ove inflated a paper bag and 
then burst it between his handa. Of the Pro- 
fessor himself, of his laboratory, of his appa- 
ratus, and of much leas within a radius of some 
yards, not a vestige or trace was left. 

So it used tobe with the alchemists,—the 
heritors of the hidden wisdom of Bohne, and 
Roger Bacon, and Albertus Magnus. Thev were 
always dlowing themseives up or asphyxiating 
themselves with some noxious vapor. For a 
man who knows nothing, or next to nothin 
chemistry it is a very dangerous game indeed 
mix together a couple of substances 
which he kuows nothing, aud then bray them 
in @ mortar. Commen sulphur is harmless 
stuff enough, so is charcoal, so ig nitre; but 
let au ignorant man mix the three and apply a 
Mabe to them, and the result will mueh astonish 

iim. 

When of old an alchemist was reduced to 
frrgments in this tashion our ancestors had an 
easy explanation. He was a magician, they 
used to say, and the Devil bad come sud- 
denly and had carried bim off. There 
was a time, between the days of Roger Bacon 
and those of Davy, Black, and Cavendish, when 
the foul tend was thus always cerrying off 
alchemists. We know not, how it happeped. 
Ifa man goes into a chemical laboratory and 
takes up a big beaker and pours inta it the con- 
tents of the tirst two bottles that are ready at 
his hand, the probabilities that he will be re- 
duced to atoms on the spot are sufficiently 
serious to call for his careful consideration. 

Apart from the sad fact that a young man 
with a bright and brilliant tutyre before nim 
should be thus suddenly cut off, the death of 
Prof. Fischer bas another moral, Chemistry 
—whatever Mr. Lowe may have to say in praise 
of civil engimeering—is the science af the world 
and of the future. ‘The bridge which takeg the 
pee years upon years to construct, the 
chemist can in 80 many sixtieths of 
a to atoms. ae a

The Reno investigation was “‘on” again yes- 
terday morning in Room 220, Palmer House, the 
attendance being quite up to the average.

Mr. Gilbert gracefully withdrew the question, 
adding that he simply wished to ascertain just 
bow intimate the witness was with the Indians, 
in. whose country, according to his testimony, 
he had lived thirty-one years. [Smiles.} 

The Witness stated, in response further to 
questions from Mr. Gilbert, the distance march- 
ed by the Seventh Cavairy on the 22d, 23d, 24th, 
25th, and night of the 2th of June. Alto- 
gether, from the point where they started on 
the 22d to the ford ‘*‘A,’’ the distance was 107 
miles. Witness admitted that his horse, which 
he had testified was fresh when the retreat was 
made from the. timber, was rather better than 
the rest, and had enjoyed better grazing. 

LIEUT. LEE 
entered upon the redirect, asking Girard in ref- 
erence to the command moving out that morn- 
ing. The witness wag finally allowed to answer 
the question to which Mr. Gilbert had objected, 
end stated that when Custer was coming down 
the mountain, and saw the command moving 
out, he said: ** Who the mischief moved out 
that command?” Meeting Tom Custer, the 
General asked bim who had moved it out, and 
the reply was, *‘I don’t know. Orders were to 
maich, and we marched.” -When he (witness) 
thought that Custer might recall Reno, on re- 
ceipt ot information as to the Indian» coming 
up the valley, that was merely his supposition. 
- The firing on tthe right bank, before Reno re- 
treated, was scaiteriug for fifteen, twenty, or 
twenty-five minutes, when it became 
general, and continued so _ for about 
two hours. The sound of this firing came 
from down the river, in a, northeasterly direc- 
tin. The firing ceased about dark, and before 
the general firing around Renbd’s position began. 
The wind blew from the battle-field towards 
him, and he remembered the circumstance from 
the iact that the Indians had kindleda fire in 
the timber on the left bank and the smoke came 
over in his direction. 

Witness was asked to state if he kney why he 
had been discharged from the oe of inter- 
preter at Fort A. Lincoln by Maj.

All. of a sudden they 
turned back towards the witness and his com- 
panions, and he turned his bead and saw a col- 
umn deploying into jine. The command moved 
forward in live and witvess and the scouts rode 
op, fifty yards or so, in front of the troops. Go- 
ing towards the bot tom, they worked towards the 
Jeft and Keno’s line towards the bluffs, the In- 
dians coming closer and closer, and evidently 
circliug around the command, When they got 
opposite the village they did not pass there,— 
didn’t uncover the village very. much. The 
command went on, possibly two miles, where 
the line halted and dismounted. Witness heard 
no orders given. When they halted, witness 
und Hair rode back towards the line, the scouts 
having gone he knew not wherc.. He reported 
to Capt. Wallace, who told him he might stop 
with this company during the fight. The line 
Was deployed perpendicular to the general 
direction of the river, and the 
skirmish fire immediately commenced between 
the Indians and the troops. He was on the line 
perhaps ten or fifteen mivutes when he heard 
somebody say that G Company was going to 
charge a portion of the villace duwn through 
the woods. Ile hadn’t dismounted, and so rode 
right down into the timber to go with the 
company which was about to charge the timber. 
There was av opening—quite a little glade—in 
the timber, and in riding in be could sec a de- 
tached portion of the village on the other bank 
of the stream, and thought there was where the 
company was going. He had beard no orders, 
but it was a rumor that he was following. Reno 
was there with Compaoy G, deploying it so as 
to get throuxh the woods. He rode up to Reno, 
and Reno asked him if he had just come Jrom 
the front. He replied that he bad, and 
Reno asked birm to go back 
and see how _ things were going 
on, and to then come back and report to him. 
Witvess turned back, and was ridiog across the 
opeving when be met Lieut. Hodgson, who 
thought his horse was shot; asked him if he had 
just come from the line; was told he had, and 
then asked him to report to Reno, while he (the 
witness) rude on to the line, sayiug he would be 
back with a further report in a tew minutes. 
When he got to the line it appeared to have 
fallen back on the edge of the timber. He saw 
Capt. Moyian first, and that officer called out 
that the ludians were circling around ov to the 
linevon his left flank, aud ordered some one to 
go there and look after the extra ammunition. 
Witness told him be would bring them back, 
amd rode down to the ‘left and called for A 
Company and men to follow him, and he thought 
all the others did follow. He went after 
bis own company’s horses. They came up 
right in the rear of where Moylan was. As 
witness dismounted he went into line, as Moy- 
jan called out that his meu were out of ammu- 
nition and ordered that alternate men should 
fall pack fromé the line and get their ammuni- 
tion out of the saddle-bags. Witness said 
something to him about bringing back the 
horses, and then got up to the right of the line, 
where he met Girard and Reynolds, and stopped 
to talk with them a minute or two, when he 
heard from the woods the words 
“CHARGE! CHARGE!”’ 
or **Going to charge,” or a kind of confused 
something about a charge, down in the woods. 
Everybody was mounting... Witness was crowd- 
ed into the bushes, so that most of the men 
passed him, but soon he got out, gave bis horse 
the head, and overtuvok tue head of the column. 
He did not see any  oflkeers at the 
bead, and supposed there had been a charge 
started, that the first man out of the woods had 
struck some Indians, and that the rest might be 
following. 
he soon saw Reno and Moylan, and 
them. Then they moved op to ihe river and 
crossed. They went about one-third the way 
up. The horses were pretty well played out, and 
were all pauting. ‘the witness’ orderly was 
shot and his horse was shot, and witness hur- 
ried to pick up another horse for him. At this 
point somebody said, ‘‘ No use stopping here; 
we might as well goto the top of the hill. Ar- 
riving at the top, be found several men wound- 
ed,—two or three of his own company. In ten 
or fitteen minutes Benteen cameup with his 
column. When Reno came up he spoke about 
finding Hodgson’s body at the foot of jthe 
bluff. His watch was gone, but there weresome 
trinkets on his body. At this time McDougal’s 
company, with the packs, was pot in sight, as 
the witness remembered it. A few minutes af- 
terwards Reno told witness to take a detach- 
ment and togo down and bury Hodgson’s body. 
In order to bury him, he had to wait until the 
packs came up with the implements for digging 
a@ grave, and ie must have waited tlree-quar- 
ters of an hour. It came up then, and he started 
to bury the body. Some citizens were then 
coming out of the timoer. Lieut. Wallace, be 
thought, called him back, and be returned. ‘Che 
command had started to move down the stream 
along the bluff, with the exception Moy- 
lan’s company. Witness started with A 
company, and tried to get to 
the head and join Capt. Weir’s company, 
which was on a far point along the range of high 
bluffs which ran along the right bank. Weir's 
company had dismounted and was firing at the 
ludians, who seemed to be coming out on the 
prairie and then turning back. A great many 
shots were being tired at Weir, who kept up a 
slow firing in return. All the ‘Indians in the 
country scemed to be going a little distance off. 
He did not see the troops leave the farther 
point, but he rode back to Movian, then went 
back to help the wounded, and the troops grad- 
ually fell back to a point a little further up the 
stream. ‘The firing was kept up till dark, and 
the same thing continued the next day. 
AS TO THE TIME 


when Reno separated from Custer to cross the 
ford, witness said that any attempt to fix that 
would be mere guess-work. He had thought of 
ita great deal, howevcr, and it was probably 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 2 o’clock. al- 
though, not having Jooked at his watch that day 
since 8 o’clock in the morning, he did not pre- 
tend to speak accurately. It took Reno about 
fifteen minutes to cross the ford. He micht 
have done more riding than the command did, 
for be had performed several long journeys dur- 
ing the last three days, was completely exhaust- 
ed, and nothing but the excitement kept him 
up. 

Lieut. Lee drew the witness’ attention to his 
statement regarding the halting, and asked if 
the indians were firing on the command. 

Witness replied that there had peen a few 
shots fired, but there was no firing on the line 
at the time with that exception. ‘The front of 
the skirmishb-line towards the village was open 
prairie as far as he could see, and the command 
commenced firing as soon as they could get in 
shape. It seemed to him as if a good many 
shot upin the air. The number of Indians was 
hard to estimate, but there was a large force in 
front and a large force coming around to the 
left and rear of the command. When he came 
out of the timber he was on the line three or 
four minutes, but didn’t pav very much atten- 
tion to time just then. There was very heavy 
firing on both sides, and he was along on tiie 
edge of the woods with Reynolds and 
Girard, was very anxious to get a 
drink out of Girard’s flask, and 
paying more attention to that than to the In- 
diane. {Laughter.| There might have been 300 
or 400 Indians then, but this was a mere guess, 
as they were pretty well'covered by tle dust. 
They were skirmishing arouod on their ponies 
all the time, however, and “‘plumping their 
Winchester rifles into us as fast as they could.” 
The engagement on the line and in the timber, 
he should say, lasted balf an hour. With the 
exception of his Sergeant and orderly, he did 
not knuw what casualties occurred there, as 
many of the men, had they been shot, would 
have dropped over into the woods, and he 
wouldn’t have seen them. 

Being asked to state if he thought the com- 
mana was in great danger on the skirmisb-line, 
witness remarked thatit wasn’t exactly a sale 
place, to say the least. He only knew, as he 
had stated, that there were a great many In- 
dians, and that they outnumbered the troops. 
On the retreat a great many of the 
command used their revolvers, ‘ihere were 
steep banks on both siies of the river, that on 
the left being actually perpendicular, and the 
right bank being so steep that bis horse peariy 
threw him in getting up. He only knew irom 
hearsay that some of the men fell back. There 
were*® Indians on the hill-to whica they were 
going, and it was by them that De Wolf and 
Dallas were killed. He didn’t know, at firsg, 
whether the crossing of the river was 
a retreat or a charge. His 
first impression . was that the com- 
mand was going to charge somewhere, 
but that the men, on getting out of the woods, 
bag turned and gone off on their own hook. He 
saw no officers then, but as soon as he did see 
them he understood matters. On reaching the 
top of the bil! the command was rather demor- 
alized. A great many men were gone, and 
there wasn’t the same perfect organization as 
that which had preceded the skirmiso. 

The direct examination was not completed 
when 2 o’clock came, but the Court ordered ap 
adjournment until this morning at 11.

for, ie it not trifiine with innocence for the 
Government to be pretending to seek evidence 
of the guilt of the living inuocent from the 
mouths of des, scouts, ind interpreters who 
aiove must be the guiltiest of all? Ido not 
know, personally, a single soul engaged in, or 
implicated in, this affair. I never saw nor 
spoke to one of them, from Custer down toa 
horse-holder, nor do I know avy of their 
families, friends, or connections; hence I think 
no one can suppose that I speak with any feel- 
ing of personal favor to any, while lam sure [ 
feel nothing of the kind. But the very day I 
first read of the disaster to our troops I formed 
my opinion as to the causes that led to it, and 
everything I have heard on the subject since 
then has tended tocontirm mein my opinion. 
I have spent nearly twenty years of my life, 
more or less, among our various I[ndian tribes, 
and nearly half of that time was among our 
bumerous bands of Sioux Indiaus. It is not 
without some experience, therefore, that 1 as- 
sume to form an opinion. Every officer and-sol- 
dier knows, and have known for a century. that 
Indian guides, Jndian scouts, and Indian inter- 
preters are to be trusted only so far as you may 
be able to verify their actions and theirrevorts. I 
hav ver entertained adoubt,and am more and 
ory convinced of the truth of my opinion from 
all that is being developed, that Custer’s guides, 
scouts, and interpreters (or such of them as he 
coutided in) betrayed him and his command into 
the snare and ambush of the hostile Indians. 
Any other theory is absurd and ridiculous. 
Custer’s trusted scouts and guides knew well 
enough, within a mile or so, of the exact posi- 
tion of those Indians. ‘They also knew very weil 
within a few hundred of the number of warriors. 
They knew all about the ground, the fords, and 
ravines; and it is pretty clear to my mind that 
Custer’s division_of his command and orders to 
Reno and Bebteen\.were all prompted by the 
false and treacherous reports he received from 
his guides, scouts, .To my mind, those hos- 
tile Indians compiet@ly controlled and com- 
manded Custer’s forcés (throug! his guides and 
scouts)! Custer was yrash, headstrong, and 
venturesome, it is true, but he would 
never have sacrificed his command thie 
way hedid if he had not been misled by his 
guides and scouts! Custer’s fault was in trust- 
ing to any creature who has lived a decade as 
an Indiau with Indians, or being an Indian. 
This trust is what destroyed bim and bis com- 
mand. All of such guides and scouts may not 
be equally guiltv,—in fact, not all would be al- 
lowed by the leading one to know all about the 
deception; out some one or more undoubtedly 
did, and managed the betrayal; and it is equally 
clear tomy mind that the object was to destroy 
all three of the detachments in detail,—that is, 
Custer’s, Reno's, and Benteen’s, including the 
company with the packs,—audyas I believe it, 
both Custer and Revo were to have been attack- 
ed at the same time. It is evident, I think, that 
Custer’s men’s hard struggie saved Reno at the 
moment from a like fate, and after Reno would 
have come a like fate to Benteen and the pack 
guard.

RELIGIOUS. 


REFORMED EPISCOPAL 

The Council of the Chicago Synod of the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church convened vesterday 
morning at St. John’s Church, on Ellis avenue, 
near Thirty-seveuth street. The Rev. C. E. 
Cheney, Presiding Bishop, was in the chair. 

The Council was begun with devotional! exer- 
cises. The routine business, among which may 
be mentioned the reading of minutes of a pre- 
vious meeting, the announcing of the dissolu- 
tion of the Immanuel! Church, and the organiza- 
tion of St. Matthew’s Church, was then traps- 


acted. 
Upon motion, the last-named society was ad- 


mitted to the Synod. 

Bishop Cheney announced that he had recent- 
ly ordained Mr. John A. Fisher, who was conse- 
quentiv a member of the Synod. 

The Key. M. D. Church, pastor of St. John’s, 
presented a letter from the ‘Tripity Church of 
Indianapolis, asking for membership. ‘The 
church was immediately voted into membership. 
The following-named clergy were also adwitted 
by vote at their own solicitation: The Rev. John 
Johnstone of Neosho, Dodge County, Wis., and 
the Rev. L. J. Babcock of Kalamazov, Mich. 

The Rey. J. D. Wilson, of Peoria, reported for 
a conrmittce appointed at the last meeting that 
nothing had been done as to the verbal changes 
in the constitution of the Synod. He also re- 
ported concerning a plan of mission work which 
had been suggested and tried very successfully 
in his parish. It consisted of asocicty com- 
posed of church members, and iv its workings 
was entirely separated from the church govern- 
ment. He was not ready, however, to suggest 
its adoption por any other particular plan of 
missionary work. 

‘The Bishop and the Rev. Mr. Church spoke 
of the mission work in Christ Church and St. 
John’s Church respectively. 

The Chair, 1 the absence of other business, 
called attention to the resolution adopted by 
the Chicago Synod some time ago and present- 
ed to the General Council of the Church ‘in re- 
lation to a proposed and desired change in the 
manner of representation ip that Council. The 
Council, he said, bad pever acted on the reso- 
lution. He deemed public action necessary, and 
therefore suggested it. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson asked the privilege of 
giving what he called “arambling talk’ on 
the subject, but which proved to be a most 
earnest and forcible protest against the pres- 
ent plan of allowing each parish a represeuta- 
tion in the General Council. The representa- 
tions were too largeand pumerous, and the 
Council was made ubwieldy thereby. He 
strongly favored the organization of Synods 
and the sending of deleggtes from those Synode. 
The Council would thus ve made smaller, the 
representation would be more general and satis- 
factory, and the .¢xpenses of delega- 
tions lignter. Whereas, now the 
delegates bore their own expenses if they weut 
to the Council, by the Synodical-organization 
plan the expenses would be borne by the various 
Synods, and the delegates could goto the Coun- 
cil pot filled with individual schemes and pet 
theories; but charged with the wants and wishes 
of the Synod which sent them. Mr. Wiison also 
spoke of the possibility that at the next Coun- 
cil the power of electing their own Bishops 
would be taken from the Synods and vested in 
the General Council,—a state of things which 
the speaker thougix. would give rise to contin- 
uous trouble, and result in the disruption of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church as at present organ- 
ized. 

Several others present spoke in a spirit of 
harmony with the views exvressed by Mr. Wil- 
son. r. Church said that he was greatly in 
favor of the plan of Synodical representationy 
and said that at the last Council he had noticed 
the very pressing need for a smaller representa- 
tion, such as the new plan would give. 

The Synod at this point adjourned t® vartake 
of a lunch prepared in the church parlors by 
the ladies of the Bible-class of St. .Jonn’s 
Church. 

Upon reassembling the following resolution 
was presented by Mr. Moorehousce: 

Resolved, That the Synod hereby again declares 
its desire for a change in the method of representa- 
tion in the General Council as expressed in the 
resolution adopted at its last meeting. 

Col. Bennett said that be wished to offer a 
substitute. Mr. Moorehouse’s resolution was 
thereupon temporarily tabled. 

The Rev. Mr. Church offered a resolution 
calling for certain changes in the wording of the 
constitution of the Synod. The principal change 
suggested was in allowing none but communi- 
cant members a vote in church matters,—in elec- 
tions, ete. 

The Rev. H. M. Collisson spoke in support of 
the resolution. He belicved that none but com- 
municants should vote for delegations chosen to 
seats in the General Council. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson said that none but mem- 
bers of the church, in the full meaning of the 
term, should be legislators for the courch. 

A vote was taken upon the communicant 
question, resulting in its approval, and the en- 
tire subject of changes was then referred to a 
Committee consisting of the Rev. J. D. Wilson, 
Col. Bennett, and Charies James, with in- 
structions to act in accordance with the ex- 
pressed wish of the Synod. 

Col. Bennett then offered the foliowing, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Bishop, our Chairman, ap- 
point a Committee, composed of tive memopers, to 
whom the question of the requisite changes in the 
pasis of representation in the General Cougcil of 
the Church oe referred, with the request that said 
Commitiee reportat the next meeting of this Synod 
such changes in the constitution and canons of the 
general Church as they may deem necessary; and 
that the saia Committee aleo report a memorial to 
the Generai Council for the xdopt:on of this Synod 
embodying the request for the adoption of the said 


changes. 3 : 
vesolved, That the said Committee aleo revort at 
the same time such chanves, If any, in the consti- 
tution and canons of the Generai Church as they 
deem requisite to piace the Synod in this Church 
upon the proper basis, and at the Same time give 
each Synod the proper authority and contro! in the 
selecting of the Bishop who shall be placed in 
Charge thereof: and that said Committee also pre- 
pare a memorial upon this subject to the General 
Council, to be submitted at the same time. 

Bishop Cheney requested the privilege of re- 
serving the announcement of the names of the 
members of the Committee until he should 
have baa time to ponder over the matter.

oT " Bishop offered a resolution condoling 
with Gen. C. P. Buckingbam, a member of the 
Synod, in the recent Joss of bis son. The maker 
of the resolution spoke of Gen. Buckingham as 


one of the pillars of the Charch in Chicago. 
resolution was unanimously adopted by a rising 
vote. 

It was then decided that the next session of 
the Synod should be held at St. Paul’s Church, 
at the call of the ee 

Before adjournment Bishop eg announc- 
ed that at the next General Council there would 
provably be madean effortto secure the ap- 
pointment of two additional Missionary Bishops, 
whose expenses were to be paid out of the gen- 
eral funds. He was opposed to such a plan, and 
showed how the presiding Bishops of the several 
Svnods, were such Synods organized, could at- 
tend to all the missionary work in their respective 
Bishoprics, and that without compensation be- 
yond that afforded by the churches of which 
they wer@the Rectors, their traveling expenses 
only to be paid by the General Church. He 
closed with a few congratulatory remarks over 
the success and pleasure of the meeting. 

NOON PRAYER-MEETING. 

The Rey. T. J. Pentecost conducted the sery- 
ices at yesterday’s noonday prayer-meeting. 
The exercises were opened with the hymn “I 
gave my life for thee,” followed by prayer by 
the Rey. Dr. McChesney, of Park Avenue M. E. 
Church. By request, the Rev. M. Stebbins sang 
‘‘When the storms of life are raging,” after 
which the following requests for prayer were 
read: From a mother in Masgachussetts for her 
sou; for a young man to be restored to health; 
fora young lady who ridicules religion, that she 
may be converted; for the young menof Racine; 
for two skeptical business men of this city: for 
draver-meetings being beld at Decatur, Ravens- 
wood, and Woodstock; and for a young lawyer 
for power to overcome the taste for strong 


drink. 

At the conclusion of singing by the Rev. Mr. 
Stebbins, the Rev. Dr. Pentecost read and com- 
mented upon the lesson for the day, it being 
taken from the tourth chapter of Judges. In 
those days, as now, riches and peace had caused 
the children of Israel to forget Ged. ‘They again 
did evil in the sight of the Lord, and God raised 
up aJudge against them. It was always the 
case. Peace and prosperty in temporal affairs 
begot a itorgetfulness of man’s duties to his 
God. This was true of the children of Israe) in 
those days. ‘lhey had turned again to idola- 
trous worship, and become unumindful of their 
duties. The speaker then referred to 
the ten dency of all people to idola- 
try. The whole’ Bible’ revealed this 
tendency of the human heart to idolatry. The 
history in the Old Testament of the disposition 
of God’s people to go after strange gods was 
clear and explicit. Then was atime of drought 
and materialism in the church; in place of turn- 
ing to God the congregations turned to i@ols. 
There were many things that captivated the 
beart of man and led him away from God, chief 
of which was Mammon. It was a lamentable 
sight to see an eager competition between the 
worid and the church as to who should get the 
mastery, and it was asight one saw every day. 
Then there were those who worshiped Baal: 
who sought after pleasure. The speaker didn’t 
object to an ungodly man Visiting the theatre 
and opera. It was bis place, but not the place 
for Christian men and women. The people of 
God had in some instances in Chicago turned 
away from religious simplicity. During 
his _ brief stay in _ this city he 
had heard of the resignation of two 
ministers. Their churches were iv debt, were 
covered over with mortgages, and bad no con- 
ereations, Deborah, in ber song of thanks- 
giving, madé mention of this: “Praise ye the 
Lord for His mercy to Israel.”” O that God 
would let us see the people coming together 
with one accord and praising the Lord! If that 
were done, there was nothing We might not ask. 
Napoleon lost the battle of Waterloo not be- 
cause Blucher came up, but because he did 
nothing. And should it be said of Christians 
that they were not saved because they did nothb- 
ing? Might God inspire them all to ao some- 
thing, to be something, and to thus attain sal- 
vation. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin spoke to the same 
idea. The people forget that God was the same 
to-day that He was in the days of the children of 
Israel. The time would never come when man 
would be carried to salvation on flowery beds 


of euse. He would not be; be would have 


trouble and affliction without end. He was not 
discouraged. He hoped the lash would keep 
coming down, until God’s temples had been 
cleansed and devoted to their proper objects. 
He recommended that the spirit of God be 
sought in the closet. He waited fur men to 
call; asked them to venture out upon His prom- 
ise and believe it. The blessing would not tarry 
when men so came, and be prayed to God that 
such biessing might not long be delayed. 

At the conclusion of remarks on the lesson, 
the Rev. Mr. Stebbins sang ‘* Have you any 
room for Jesus,’’ after which the meeting closed 
with the usuai! benediction and apn appeal to all 
present to invite and urge their friends to at-

A GLUT OF GOLD. 


Omaha Burdened with a Gold Gorge— 
Reasons of the Overflow—Immediate Pros- 
pect of Its Advent in Chicago. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Omana, Neb., Jan. 21.—Your correspondent 
this evening interviewed leading bankers of this 
city on the subject of the oversupply of .gold, 
as follows: The Hon. J. H. Millard, Cashier of 
the Omaha National Bank, says that his bank is 
rapidly being flooded with gold. When in Chi- 
cago the other day he asked their correspondent 
there to pay expressage on $50,000 gold deliv- 
ered in Chicago, and they declined to do it. One 
reason of the oversupply is that gold comes in 
rapidly from the West, mainiy trom 
San Francisco. Points from which cur- 
rency was formerly received in  Jarge 
shipments now send gold. The Union 
Pacific’ paid off its employes from Omaha to 
Ogden last month in gold, which usually takes 
$250,000, and they also disbursed among their 
help in this city last month over $100,000 in 
gold. The Omaha National Bank, being the 
depository of the Union Pacific, receives daily 
from $10,000 to $20,000 in gold from the West. 
It is a fact that the Omaba banks, of which there 
are four, are now paying their exchange as be- 
tween themselves in gold, athing never even 
dreamed of before. Gold has actually 
become so plenty here that the banks 
find it inconvenient, owing to the fact 
that customers decline to receive it when they 
can get currency. Omaha being a good banking 
centre, owing to the railroads, military bead- 
quarters, etc., naturally is made the depository 
of the surplus gold between the Missouri River 
and the Pacific Coast. 

H. W. Yates, Cashier of the First National 
Bank, says that his bank has more gold than 
they can dispose of, and they are continually of- 
fering it to their country correspondents, who 
refuse to take it. The chief cause of the over- 
flooding of this market is attributed to the 
Unton Pacific Railroad Company. Greenbacks 
and gold now being of the same _ value 
on the Pacific Coast, the currency is 
preferred there to gold. The payments to the 
railroads are doubtless made in gold for the 
purpose of getting rid of it. It bas naturally 
followed the Union Pacific Kailroad to tbis 
point, and will probably continue. Gold as a 
medium of currency is almost as andesirable as 
silver, the expressqbarges on gold being only a 
trifle less than on r. For purposes of 
money, gold is almostAfseiess. Specie resump- 
tion has made a la dition to the circula- 
tion of the country, having brought out a 
large amount of gold vot in circulation 
for years’ before. The Union  Pacitic 
is loaded down with gold, because currency is 
is preferred on the Pacific Coast, and the Union 
Pacilic cannot refuse to receive goid. ‘The Bur- 
lingcoo & Missouri River ailroad, in Nebraska, 
also paid off its employes ig gold, actually tak- 
Ing the goid from the First National Bank as a 
favor to that institution. There must be some 
relief tu this overiiow, which will continue fromm 


the West, and the pext poiut to which the over- 
suoply of gold will seek its outict will be Chi- 
cago, and that, too, at an early Gay. 

lrank Murphy, of the State Bank of Nebraska, 
says the peupie don’t want goid. The bank 
pays it out, and it comes rigut back; is regarded 
tbe same as silyer—a bulky¥ Duisance. Paper is 
preferred every time. Gold is accumulating 
rapidly at this bank. The same may be suid in 
regard to Caluwell, Hamilton & Co.’s bank.

CONTEMPT. 


A Young Man Lying in a St. Louis Dungeon, 
When It Would Look Equally Well to See 
His Employers There with Him, 

Spectal Disvctch to The Tribune. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 21.—Morrison Rénshaw, 

a local reporter of the Globe-Democrat, was com- 

mitted to jail this morning for contempt of 

court in refusing to answer a question put to 
bim by the foreman of the city Grand Jury re- 
specting the source of certain information in 
regard to the deliberations of that body. The 
Grand Jury, on instruction from the Court, be- 
gan an inquest respecting the origin of the dis- 
astrous fire at the corner of Fifth and Olive 
streets severa] weeks ago, and the reporter got 
possession of and published the facts. Be- 
ing summoned before that body yester- 
day, he resolutely declined to give the 
name of his informant. He was then taken 
into the Criminal: Court, where the question 
was again propounded by the Judge, with the 
same result as above. Judge Laugbton, tlie oc- 
cupant of the Bench, then gave him until 10 
o’ciock this a. m. to make up his mind about 
the matter, allowing him full freedom until the 
time specified. This morning, however, he de- 
clined to answer the question, and the Court 
thereupon committed him to jail indefinitely, 
until he should make up bis mind to tell who 
his informant was. As the matter now stands, 
the young man is in an_e exceedingly 
awkward position. On the one hand he is told 
that if he does not divulge the matter he will 
be kept in jail probably until the adjournment 
of the Grand Jury,—possibly a month,—and, on 
the other, his employers, who are pleased with 
the position he has taken, say that, if he vio- 
lates the confidence of the person giving him 
eT etna asta they will discharge him forth- 
with.

Now that Gen. Logan has been elected, 
‘he is entitled to all the official support 
which, as a representative of the State, he 
eanclaim. In the high office to which he 
has been appointed we hope that he will 
prove to be all that his fondest friends have 
promised, and that, at the close of the term 
of his Senatorship, he will stand before the 
country free of all suspicion of attorneyship 
or agency for any schemes of plunder. 

There is one suggestion, however, which 
‘in behalf of the State’and of the Republican 
party we beg leave to suggest to him and his 
friends, which is, that between now and the 
4th of March he deposit with the Treasurer 
of the United States the $5,000 of extra back 
‘pay taken by him in 1873. If he be so situ- 
ated pecuniarily that this may not be con- 
venient to do, then his friends should so ar- 
range it that he may enter the Senate free 
from the odium which must attach to that 
part of his past record.

His conduct during the latter 
half of his second term revealed more inde- 
pendence of the desperate ringsters who 
had been dragging him down and a better 
insight into the political decencies and necessi- 
ties of the time. It is certain that his 
experience would serve as a strong staff to 
lean upon in another period of active polit- 
ical life, and he is not the sort of man to 
repeat errors when he has come to recognize 
them assuch. If the Republicans generally 
were confident that Grant would break 
away from certain fellows of the baser sort 
and certain associations in the past that were 
damaging to him as well as the country, they 
would the more readily yield to his availa- 
bility asa candidate which the Democrats 
seem determined to force upon the country.

A DEBATE ON THE CONSTITUTION. 

Some days ago Mr. Epmvunps introduced & 
resolution into the United States Senate, 
which has ever since been exercising the 
Democrats both in and out of caucus, be- 
cause they have been in doubt how to treat 
it. The resolution declares that the last 
three constitutional amendments (viz.: abol- 
ishing slavery, securing civil rights to blacks 
and whites alike, and conferring the right of 

‘auffrage upon the negroes) have been duly 
ratified; that the laws already enacted 
should be faithfully executed ; and that Con- 
gress should further provide for their en- 
forcement by additional legislation. The 
purpose of introducing this resolution is 
manifest and proper. There is good reason 
to believe that the constitutional amend- 
ments referred to’ have been overridden in 
several of the Southern States, and that the 
laws passed to carry them into effect have 
been defied and violated. The Democratic 
party should be made to put itself on record 
as to whether it approves or disapproves of 
the systematic violation of these amend- 
ments. But this is precisely what the Demo- 
cratic party desires not to do. It sanc- 
tions the Confederate methods as a 
means to the end of a ‘‘Solid South,” 
but is not willing to confess as much. Hence 
the perturbation in the Democratic caucus. 
Senator Eaton, however (who is near the 
close of his Senatorial career and thinks he 
can afford to be defiant), proposed to take 
the bull by the horns, and recommended to 
the Democratic caucus to present the follow- 
ing as a substitute for the Epmunps resolu- 
tion : 

‘* Resolved, That, in the judgment of the Sen- 
ate, the Constitution cf the United States, includ- 
ing all the amendments thereto, is of paramount 
authority in each State of the Union, and ai) 
powers not surrendered or delegated therein re- 
main in the States or people thereof. Legisiation 
by Congress on ail questions touching the personal 
rights of any class of citizens of any State or 
States should only be had in the event that the 
authority of the State or States either fails to pro- 
vide by law for the equalization of all citizens in 
the enjoyment of their constitutional rights, or 
antagonizes any of the delegated powers enumer- 
ated by and contained in the Constitution, —the 
Constitution to be interpreted in its entirety, irre- 
spective of the time or circumstances at or under 
which any part or parte of it may have been rati- 
fied by the States.” 

The above seems to have formed the basis 
forthe resolutions actually introduced by 
Mr. Morcan under the direction of the Dem- 
ocratic caucus, and offered as a substitute for 
the Epmunps resolution. These caucus res- 
olutions insist (1) that the Constitution shall 
be construed as an entirety; (2) that the 
Government of the United States is one of 


groes’ political rights, whether by violence 
or fraud, is equivalent to such denial or 
abridgment by the State itself, and any 
other construction of the constitutional 
amendments will be a notice to the Southern 
States that they may carry out the work of 
nullification with impunity. If the Demo- 
cratic party shall go on record as approving 


this nullification by indirection, they may 


more surely count upon the condemnation 
of a united North than they can count upon 


the support of a “ Solid South.”

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THE POPE AND THE SOCIALISTS. 

Pope Leo XIII. has written a letter to the 
Archbishop of Cologne, one of the prelates 
who was exiled from his See for refusing to 
comply withthe Fatcx laws, which is very 
important as containing an indirect overture 
to the Emperor of Germany. In his letter, 
the Pope expresses his conviction that where 
the Church has full liberty of action the 
commonwealth flourishes best, and declares 
he has acted upon this conviction from the 
beginning of his Pontificate by endeavoring 
to bring Princes and peoples into friendly 
relations with the Church. To this end he 
has been specially anxious ‘‘ that the noble 
German nation, discords being allayed and 
the laws of the Church being safeguarded, 
should enjoy the good fruits of a durable 
peace.” Against his efforts obstacles have 
been raised on all sides.” ‘The pastors of the 
Church have been condemned or exiled, the 
priestly ministry trammeled by every kind 
of restraint, the religious bodies and pious 
congregations dispersed, and, the education 
of the young, not even excepting the sem- 
inaries, withdrawn from episcopal vigilance 
and authority.” After stating these results 
without stating the canses, the Pope declares 
that they wiil not deter him from still striv- 
ing to bring about friendly relations, and on 
this point says: ‘“‘ Seeing that, in conse- 
quence of the perversion of doctrines, and of 
the audacious schemes of certain perfidious 
men who scoff at all laws, a very serious 
disaster imperils the religidus, political, and 
social order, we should not be fulfilling the 
duty of our Apostolical ministry if we did 
not render the very efficient remedies the 
Church possesses for human society, which 
is in danger.” 

In the above declaration, which is the very 
essence of the Papal letter, the Pope throws 
out aféeler, It contains no basis of settle- 
ment, makes no mention of ‘any concessions, 
and does not even indicate that the Church 
will yeld any points for the sake of a more 
liberal] policy. It simply expresses a willing- 
ness to meet the Emperor half way, and as 
an inducement proffers an alliance against 
Socialism and tenders the “very eflicient 
remedies” which the Church possesses. 
This is the first time that an official offer of 
this kind has been made. Indeed, during 
the past few years, it has not been altogether 
certain what position the Church would 
occupy were it brought face to face

It is one of t 
Mapleson troupe that it takes the old operas 
which have been worn almost threadbare and 
represevts them with so much life and spirit, so 
strongly cast in the small parts, and so admira- 
bly backed by both chorns and orchestra, that 
they have acharm of novelty even to the old 
habitues. This was specially noticeable in 
the case of ‘*'‘lrovatore,” and it is 
still more so in “Faust,” for with 
a single exception, it has never before been cast 
so strongly in all its parts or presented with so 
complete an ensemble. Though every seat was 
not filled, the audience was nevertheless a large 
and brilliant one, and it received Miss Hauk 
with a cordiality and entbusiasm which showed 
that the dressing-room wrangle and the ‘* Nozze 
di Figaro”’ misfortune have blown over and left 
no traces of ill-feeling behind them. At the 
end of the fourth and fifth acts her reception 
and recalls amounted to ovations, in which the 
other artists shared, as they deserved. 

* We have had many Wargwerites here, and many 
great artists in the part, smong them Albani, 
Nilsson, Lucca, Frederici, Colson, and Kellogg, 
and probably most readers will agree with us 
that there is scarcely a lyric role in which the 
traditions and conventionalities are so faithfully 
preserved asin this. The Kaulbach model of 
make-up and costume, the cut of the dress, and 
the yellow wig are always seized upon by every 
artist as necessary to the delineation of Gretch- 
en’s portrait, and Minnie Hauk is no exception 
to the general rule. Itis often the case, also, 
that presentations of this character are so close- 
ly copies that one Marguerite is but a repetition 
of another. In this respect, however, Minnie 
Haeuk is an exception, for her Marquerite, in 
some essentials, differs from any other 


that has been presented here, and 
not only secre careful study, but 
intelligence and originality 1n its ideas. In the 
Garden scene she represents Marguerite as girl- 
ish, light-hearted, almost trifling in her buoy- 
ancy and youthful spirit, with no indication of 
the tragedy that must foliow from this first 
dawning of passion, orof the dark shadow al- 
ready commencing to envelop her under the 
baneful power of Mephistopheles. So strongly is 
this brought out that we get at times glimpses 
of comedy. She docs not mark the diversions 
between the stanzas of the Thule ballad with 
strong cast, but ber thoughts wander away 
from the story of the King in a 
careless manner, at one time as she sits 
spinning, and at another as she _ picks 
the roses and carelessly fashions them into a 
bouquet, as if the handsome stranger who has 
accosted her were on]l®a passing vision. Her 
discovery of the jewels is treated in the same 
light-handed manner, almost with the delight of 
a child, and the Bijoux aria is sung to an ac- 
companiment of naivete and gayety of action 
that would lapse into frivolity with a less inteili- 
gent and skillful artist. The encore which this 
number received was richly deserved, for if it 
lacked ip brilliancy its dramatic seiting gave it 
rare expression. After the pretty super- 
stition of the daisy and the dec- 
laration of lvve, however, ber ar- 
querile erows in earnestness, and 
this earnestness in the tragic passages of the 
death of Valentine, of the mockery of the fiend 
in the Chapel scene, and of the denouement in 

the prison, growsinto an intensity which shows 
her to be an actress Of rare ability. Broad as 
the contrast is between the delicate and beauti- 

ful passages iv the earlier scenes and the trag- 
edy of the close, she never oversteps the limits, 

but keeps it so well within the bounds of na- 
ture that it is consistent throughout. In her 
vocalization. while, as we have said, we miss the 

brilliancy, softness, and sweetness which char- 
acterize some voices, it is impossible not 

to admire the clearness and _ correctness 

of her singing, the beauty of her low voice, the 

skill with which she expresses sentiment by the 

most simple and natural devices, and the musi- 

cal truth of her work. 

Campanini has rarely sung better. His yoice 
held good to the close, and his work was that 
of atrue artist. The music lays in his voice 
admirably, and he delivered it with telling 
effect. His “Salve dimora” was sung better 
than it has ever been done here before, and re- 
ceived a very enthusiastic encore. On the other 
hand, strong #8 he is in sume cbaracters dramat- 
ically, there is little to his /aust except his fine 
singing. It was so cold and tame that it is 
hardly possible to believe that the same artists 
plaved #dgar and Von Jose. Signor (Galassi’s 
Valentine was nobly conceived and carried out, 
the added another conspicuous success to those 
which he bas achieved here. Signor Del 
Puente’s Mephistopheles was marked by that con- 
scientious regard which characterizes all his 
work. "Though the calibre of his voice is not 
heavy enough to meet all the demands 
of the music, no fault can be 
tound with his thoroughly artistic 
method or with his action of the character. 
Mme. Pisani sang the romanza which Gounod 
added to the fourth act very acceptably, but her 
Sebel cannot be pronounced a@ success, either 
vocally or dramatically. It was always the 
weakest where it should have been strongest, 
and ber only number, the Flower song, was a 
failure simply from the lack of voice. Mme. 
Lablache invested-thesmali part of A/artha with 
unusual interest, and filled in the Garden Quar- 
tette finely. Her-appearance was the surprise 
of the performance, for we have never 
before had a Martha’ who was pot 
ridiculous. The chorus did its work well, and 
received an encore for the march, and the or- 
chesira heightened the effect of the performance 
with its skillful and elegant accompaniments.

BULLING THE MARKET. 

So much for the sweet singers. Nowfora 
less pleasant subject. Ever since the beginning 
of the weck, a strong and steady effort has 
been making to bull the market for the 
sale of seats to Thursday’s  perform- 
ance. From one quarter and another 
has come the report, which had yesterday found 
circulation all through the city, that all the 
seats had been taken up, from bottommost pit 
to topmost gallery, and that fabulous prices 
were offering for tickets to @fat evening’s per- 
formance. it was reported they had gone 
up to $10 and $20 apiece, and that some enthu- 
date were offering as high as $25 for them. It 
came from the management that 100 seats 
had been telegraphed for from Milwau- 
kee, and that from every quarter came & 
demand which it was impossible to supply, 
since all the seats were taken up. The result 
was that quite a fever of speculation sprung Up. 
People who nad bought seats at the regular price 
were rushing around all day in search of that in- 
dividual who was ready to pay $25 for that arti- 
cle which had Cost but $3. But it was not so easy 
to find those music lovers. If they ever exist- 
ed, their wants must have been supplied from 
some other quarter, and such, upon investigation, 
appeared to have been the case. A number 
of persons, being informed at the box-oflice that 
there were no more seats for sale for Thursday 
night’s performance, began hunting them else- 
where, and found them at hotel cigar-stands 
and other similar places, where operatic tickets 
are not generaliy on sale, and bought them at 
a decided advance on the regular prices; not 
that they paid $25 nor $20, but that they did 
pay $5, and, nm a good many cases, more than 
that sum. 

To a man exercising a little judgment, these 
reports about the crazy demand for 7 bhursday 
night tickets seemed unaccountable. The operas 
to be given then, **I Puritani,’’ has been but

Jnvestigation shows that an effort. has been 
made to practice afrand upon the pablic; an 
effort to which Mr. rey and Col. Mapleson 
are parties; an effort all the more shame- 
ful on their after the generous 
treatment which they have received from the 
citizens of Chicago, after the kindly welcome 
extended to all of them, after the amount of 
money which they have reaped, and after the 
kindly indulgence which slurred over the abom- 
inable shortcomings and imposition of the per- 
formanbe of last Wednesday night. It appears 
that Messrs. Haverly and Mapleson have 
sold out the house for Thursday and 
one other night to Fred Kullmann, of New 
York, the veteran sveculator in operatfe 
tickets and librettoes, and the occasional man- 
ager of operatic troupes. They have, as was 
stated, sold the house to him for a lump sum, 
and then have turned in to assist hii by all the 
arts and devices of the profession in swelling 
his receipts to as high a point as possible, in 
order to give him a big margin over and above 
what he pays them. ‘The music lovers of Chi- 
cago are willi to pay tribute, perhaps, to 
Mr. Haaverlyy> who lives here, or to 
Col. Maplegon, who has brought a 
large and fine opera troupe here for their amuse- 
ment, but they don’t care about beiug bled by 
an Eastern specuiator, who is busied just now 
with bis associates in an attempt to gull them 
into buving tickets at an advance of several 
hundred per cent on their real value 

The plot is a very simple one. First, Maple- 
son and Haverly sell the house to Rullmann. 
Then they, through the box-ollicc, in- 
form people that there are uo ‘more 
seats left for - Thursday nignt. Then 
a large number of tickets are placed in the 
bands of hoiel-clerks, of keepers of cigar-stands, 
and other individais who are willing to act as 
go-betweens, and then the. runners for the es- 
tablishment indicate to people who bave been 
turned away disappointed from the box-office 
that there is a place where, for a decided sd- 
vance on the reguiar rates, they can get what 
they want. Those persons who desire seats 
are kindly escorted to the room of 
the spider, and are beguiled into buying 
these tickets at an inflated value. All these re- 
ports about the scarcity of seats, and about tlie 
extravagant prices at which they were selling 
were put afloat by Rulimann and bis agents for 
the purpose of bulling things, and of getting 
up a furore, if they could, among the public to 
attend an opera that they didn’t know anything 
about, to hear a singer whom they have not 
rushed so furiously to see in operas which are 
admittedly superior to the one in which 
she appears to-morrow night. Ht is the natural 
tendency of people to rush where there is a 
rush, and the moment that it began to be ru- 
mored about Ly Rullmano’s agents that there 
was a scarcity of seats, and that everyoody was 
going Thursday night, tor some mysterious rea- 
son, of course, everybody else wanted to go; 
and thus the excitement spread, and thus these 
tickets, which were put into third hands for dis- 
position, have, to a considerable extent, been 
gotten rid of, 

The sooner such an operation as this is ex- 

sed and stopped the better; the sooner that 

ir. Haverlv learns that such tricks as this cap- 
not be played with success in Chicago, the bet- 
ter for him; the sooner that Col. Mapleson, who 
expects to return here this year and give anoth- 
er series of performances, learns this fact, 
the better for him, too If he is 
detected in any such operation as_ this, 
co-operating with a New York ticket-peddler for 
the purpose of bleeding Chicagoans, it will be 
of no use for him to return here with any ex- 
pectation of making money. His people will 
sing to empty houses if he does. As for Mr. 
Rullmanp, it is a mere matter of sveculation on 
his part; it is his business. But from Messrs. 
Haverly and Mapleson better things 
were expected. They ought to have 
sense enough to perceive that 
such a business as this could not weil go unde- 
tected, and that, if found out, it would briag 
down a general storm upon their heads that 
would end their usefulness so far as this city is 
concerned. Tbis manipulation of the box office, 
and this dissemination of ramors for the pur- 
pose of belping Mr. Rullmann, is something 
which 1s apocingly out of taste, after what 
the people o this city have done 
for Messrs. Haverly and Mapleson. 
It is to be hoped that this exposure will come 
in time to keep those who were intending to 
purchase tickets to-day from throwing them- 
selves on their knees before these cigar-stand 
people and ~¢: 3 for $10 and over something 
which is dear at $3. It would be the preper 
thingin them to leave the combination with a 
lot of unsold tickets on hand, which they would 
have to give away toporters and bell-boys in 
order to fill up what would otherwise be vacant 
spaces in the theatre.

AT SPARTA, WIS, 
Special Dispatch to Thé Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 21.—A special telegram to 
the Kvening Wisconsin gives the following par- 
ticulars of an extensive conflagration at Sparta, 
Wis.: “The Warner Louse, for so mapy ycars 
the pride of our city, Was last night totally 
destroyed by fire. The house was owned by 
Capt. J. D. Condit, our Assemblyman. Two 
years ago the house was leased by Holbrook & 
Nichols, remodeled and refurnished. About 
7:15 last night fire was discovered in the main 
building, near the roof. In a moment the 
whole roof was in a blaze, and work was at once 
commenced to remove the furniture, which was 
almost entirely removed, though in a very dam- 
aged condition.

TELLER’S COMMITTEE. 


Work Commenced at Charleston, 8. C.—Dem- 
ocratic Exclusiveness—Those Tissue Tick- 
ets. 

CuHARLzston, 8. C., Jan. 21.—The Teller 
Committee, consisting of Senators Teller, Kirk- 
wood, Cameron, Rando!ph, and McDonald, be- 
gan their investigation of the late general elec- 
tion to-day. All the witnesses examined were 
trom Charleston County, and it was admitted by 
both Democrats and Republicans that all the 
election officers, excepting .clerks, were ap- 
pointed upon the recommendation of the Demo- 
cratic Committee; that one of the three Com- 
missioners of Election for the county was a 
Republican; that the managers of election at 
the different precincts were exclusively Demo- 
crats, and the United States Supervisors at 
the different polls were not allowed to have a 
clerk, there being no provision of law for 
such person. It was also testified that the 
Democratic Supervisors had no clerks, and that 
the clerks of Republican Supervisors were ex- 
cluded from the polling places by order of the 
Democratic Committee. 

I. N. Gregg (colored), Republican United 
States Supervisor at Eagle Engine-House, the 
first witness, testificd that the election was 
quiet. When the polls closed it was found that 
there were a number of tissue Democratic tickets 
in the box, and that there were 158 votes more 
than there were names of persons who voted. 
The excessive votes were drawn out as required 
by law by a blindfolded manager, and witness 
believes that the majority of those so withdrawn 
were Republican ballots. He did not see any 
tissue ballots voted. 

Mr. Hutchinson, pecond witness (white Re- 
publican), United States Supervisor, testified 
that at the poll in St. James, Goose Creck Par- 
ish, there were 135 tissue Democratie tickets, 
and the same excess over the number of voters. 
The excessive ballots were drawn out, a majori- 
tv withdrawn being Republican yotes. Nota 
voter was challepged, and the election was 
quiet. Witness considered all colored people 
Republicans and all whites Democrats. 

W. Jielfe (colored Republican), United States 
Supervisor at Washington Eoginve-House, testi- 
fied that eighty-one voters Were turned away by 
the managers for different reasons. Soon after 
the count of votes began the lights went out 


and witness fled through a back window and 
went bome. The belief of Witness is that the 
Republicans had a large majority at this poll. 
Nothing has ever been beard of the ballot-box 
or ballots. 

Cc. C. White, Democratic Commissioner of 
Election, testified that a resolution to appoint 
none but Democrats as managers was agreed to 
by turee Commissioners, One of these being a 
Republican, and the appointments were so made 
unanimously. The Republicans applied to bave 
their party represented, but none were ap- 
pointed. Witness was a member of the Count 
Democratic Committee, but did not act as suc 
alter bis appointment as Commissioner. 

T. Barker Jones, Democratic Commissioner of 
Election, testified to the same effect; also that 
he wasa memberof the County wemocratic 
Committee, and attended now aud then after 
becoming Commissioner. He first saw the 
Democratic tissue bailots In the rooms of the 
Vemocratic Committee. After the § elec- 
tion he found ino the oballot-boxes a 
number of tissue Republican  bailots 
bearing the name of Republican candidates. 
The object of the Democrats in issuing tissue- 
tickets was to enable the colored people to vote 
secretiy for the Democratic candidates without 
risk of molestation. He did not know where 
the Democratic tissue-tickets came from, or 
who distributed them. He heard they were 
used in other counties, Dut does know by whom 
they were printed. The Democrats expected to 
get 50,000 colorea votes. There-is no law re- 
quiring the managers of election to be of differ- 
eut parties. 

G. K. Buist, Democratic, County Chairman, 
testified that. no appropriation having’ been 
made by the State, the whole expense of con- 
ducting the election fell.on the Democrats. 
The County Committee bad nothing to 
do with the tissue-tickets. They were 
iutended to be voted by colored 
people who expected intimidation

LIGHTHOUSE: SWEPT AWAY.

SITTING BULL. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 21.—At the Cabinet 
session to-day Secretary Schurz stated that he 
had received a report from the Indian Agent at 
the Cheyerane Ageney to the effect that in- 
formation had reached that place of the crossing 
of the Canadian line of the noted Chief Sitting 
Bull with his people, and that they are exceed- 
ingly anxious to return tothis couutry and come 
under the supervision of the Indian Buresu, and 
be distributed in the Indian country as are 
other tribes. This news was not confirmed by 
any information at the War Department, but it 
was thought worthy of consideration, and led to 
some discision in the Cabinet. 

It is reported that some 5,000 lodges, or near- 
ly 15,000 people, are with Sitting Bull. The 
sudject will receive the immediate attention of 
the President and the Secretaries of War and 


the Interior. 
Telegrams will be sent to officers of the War 


Department as well as to Indian Agents requir- 
ing them to give the authorities bere all the in- 
formation they can obtain on this matter. The 
report is that Sitting Bull comes with the most 
peaceable intentions, but in the present dis- 
turbed condition of Indian affairs it is pot known 
what may be his meaning. 
SIOUX SCOUTS. 

Fr. Roprnson, Neb., Jan. 21.—Lieut. Dodd, 
who left bere for Pig Ridge Agency Saturday 
last, for the purpose of enlisting Sioux scouts, 
returned to-day with seventeen braves, includ- 
ing the Chiefs “‘ Three Bears ” and ** No Flesh.” 
He aiso brought a mountain howitzer from 
Camp Sheridan. The Indians will be armed and 
mounted here, and will leave to-morrow with 
ten days’ rations, Lieut.

CRIME, 
BLAZE. 

Bour.inGTon, Ia., Jan. 21.—In the District 
Court ot this county was commenced to-day the 
trial of Joseph D. Blaze, charged with murder 
in the second degree in causing the death of Ella 
Gittings, on the 28th of last January, in an 
attempt to procure an abortion. The details of 
this atrocious crime are briefly as follows: On 
the 22d of last January, just one day less than 
a year ago, there arrived at the Union Hotel in 
this city a lady who gave ber name as 
Mrs. E. Paul, of Jacksonville, lll. She 


had no baggage but a small basket 
which she carried in her hand. On the even- 
ing of the same day a stranger arrived 
at the hotel and inquired for Mrs. Paul, repre- 
senting himself as her husband, and was taken 
to her roomy On the following morning the 
couple left the Union Hotel and proceeded to a 
private boarding-house known as the Moore 
House, where they took up their quarters. At 
the Moore House Blaze, who then went by the 
name of Paul, represented that they were trav- 
eling, and that his wife having been taken sick, 
they desired to rest a few days before proceed- 
ing on their journey. The woman did not leave 
her room after arriving at the house, and had 
her meals sent upto her. The day following 
their arrival at the Moore House (Friday) the 
lacy was taken very ill, and was heard 
moaning by the inmates of the house, as though 
she were suffering great agony. Blaze on this 
day spoke of his wife’s illness, and expressed 
apprehensions that she might have a miscar- 
riage, the effects of riding in the cars. Blaze 
did not call in medical assistance, claiming to be 
a physician himself, and that be knew how to 
treat the case. On the following day (Saturday) 
the prisoner expressed a wish to get some 
woman to assist him to wait on his wife, and 
the services of a Mrs. Goodwin were engaged. 
The lady growing worse, Blaze grew apprehen- 
sive,. and on Sunday morning § called 
in a German pbysician, but, being dis- 
satisfied gwith him, subsequently cally 
ed in Dr. Walker. The woman died on 
Monday in great agony. -The police, having 
been notified of suspicious circumstances, pro- 
ceeded to the house and arrested Blaze just be- 
fore the woman expirea, but not before she was 
so low as to be unable tu give any account of 
herself or her murderer. The post-mortem 
examination revealed a case of butchery rarely 
equaled if ever excelled. Some of the lady’s 
things led to the discovery of the lady’s name 
aud the Whereabouts of her relatives, when she 

roved to be Ella Gittings, 25 years of age, and 

aughter of awealthy farmer named Kinzie 
Gittings, living vearLa Harpe, Hancock County, 
lilinois. The girl had left her home on the 
morning of her arrival here, telling her parents 
she wished to visit some friends in this city, and 
was furnished money to come by her father. 
Not hearing anything of their daughter, Mr. 
and Mrs. Gittings came here on the Saturday 
following the girl’s ry es from home, but 
could find nothing of her, and returned home. 
The next Monday Mr. Gittings again came over 
and prosecuted the search, but could learn 
nothing of her until he saw the announcement 
of ber death in the geony while at the Barret 
House, when he went into convulsions, and for 
some bours it was feared ne would not survive. 
The case created the most intense excitement 
here and at La Harpe at the time, which has 
beeu revived by the present trial. Various ru- 
mors have been afloat as to other parties im- 
plicated, and several detectives who undertook 
to work up the case were compeiled to make a 
hasty exit from La — 

The first witness called was Jacob Weider, 
Coroner, who testified to the bolding of the in- 
quest on the body of Elia Gittings. Several 
employes of the Moore House testified 
to the stopping of the prisoner and de- 
ceased at the house. and the 
iiiness and death of the girl. 
nesses also stated that a man representing hin- 
self as Elia’s father came to the house on the 
day that Blaze and deceased arrived. 

Two druggists testified to the purchase by 
Blaze of some ergot, and to his inquiring about 
some instruments. 

The physicians who conducted the post-mortem 
testified as to the nature of the injuries and 
cause of death. 

G. Hombrecher, turakey at the jail, at the 
time of Blaze’s arrest, testified that, in a con- 
versation, the prisoner told him the woman was 
his wife, and that he had lost $1,000 by the 
operation. 

Frank Ost, night-guard at the jail testified 
that Blaze had told him that he was hired by 
Ella’s father to come to Burlington and take 
care of her; that the fetus was smell, and 
that he had thrown it away. 

George Watson, confined in the jail ona 
charge of burglary, testified that the prisoner 
had told him that he was employed by the girl’s 
father, and that he had helped her get rid of 
her child. 

The defense placed upon the stand Mrs. L. 
Goodwin, whoftestified that Ella Gittings, after 
sbe became convinced of the certainty that sbe 
could not live, but before she became uncon- 
scivus, told her she knew she was going to die, 
and did not wish to live; that no one was to 
blame, and that she herself bad attempted to 
relieve herself of ber child by using a large 
kuitting-needle. 

Biaze, being put upon the stand to testify in 
bis own behalf, stated that he was emplo by 
Mr. Gittings tocometo Burlington and take 
care of his daughter; that Gittings informed him 
of the girl’s condition, and that he feared she 
would destroy herself, andinstructed him, if she 
was able to travel, to bring her home;

THE RAILROADS. 


ON THE BRINK OF DISSOLUTION. 

The East-bound freight-pool stands on the 
brink ot dissolution. The principal trouble 
arises from the fact that the Chicago roads have 
thus far been unable to agree upon an arbitra- 
tor to fix the percentages for the various roads, 
which, of course, makes the pool from this 
point inoperative. Thus far but three points 
out of a dozen have had the “benefit” of the 
pooling arrangement,—Indianapuolis, Cincinnati, 
and St. Louis. The roads leading East from 
those points have been dividing their tonnage 
under the supervision of a pool-agent, but the 
experiment has not proven as satisfactory as 
was avticipated. The shippers at these 
points have been complaining of discrimination 
ever since the arrangement went into effect, 
and have held numberiless meetings, protesting 
against the continuance of such a pool. The 
managers of the pool were not much better 
pleased with the arrangement, and wonld have 
gone back on it long ago had it not been for the 

ressure brought to bear upon them by the 
Gactere trunk lines, which assured them that 
similar pools would be formed from ail other 
points without delay. The manacers of the 
roads leading east from Indianapolis bave now 
taking the initiative in kicking over the traces, 
and have made a large reduction in freight 
rates. They claim thst this step was made 
necsesary by the meanness of the Chicago roads, 
which had been cutting the rates ai! along, thus 
diverting business from Indianapolis. This 
claim is preposterous, and is no doubt made for 
the purpose of covering up the real cause of the 
trouble. ‘he fact is they are sick of the pool, and 
they thoucht this pretext about as good as any 
other that could be invented. The tact is the 
Chicago roads have not cut the rates since the 
jast managers’ meeting in this city. They had 
no opportunity of doing so, even if they had 
feit inclined to cut them. It ig a well-known 
fact that the Eastern trunk lines, and particn- 
lariy the Northern opes, have been blockaded 
with snow fora month past, and the roads lead- 
ing Kast {rom this city have not even been able 
to forwerd the freight contracted for previous 
to the adoption of the last tariff. Onty one or 
two roads leading East from this point have 
been able to take any new business for a month 
past, and there is any amount of [reight at this 
point awaiting shipment, and for whice the ship- 
pers are periectiv willing to pay full rates if 
they cau oniy get it forward. So it is not 
likcly that the roads would take less than regu- 
jar rates. Of course the action of the in- 
dianapvoiis pool managers will bave the eifect of 
breaking the pools at those points where they 
had already gone into effect, and result ina re- 
duction of rates all around. In all probability 
the services of the ** Hign Joints ” will be calied 
into requisition agaiu by Mr. Vanderbilt and 
his Adjutant Commissioner, Albert Fink, to pre- 
vent the collapse if possivle, but there is but 
littie chance of averting the calamity, as the 
jeading managers are getting more firmly con- 
vinced of the impractibility of Vanderbilt’s 
pooling scheme, and they do not mean to give 
it anv further trial. Itis the general opinion 
amoug the leading Western managers that no 
other than a money-pool can be worked suc- 
cessfully. 


OCEAN AND RAIL.

21.—Thomas S. Sanford, 
Secretary of the North Atlantic Steamship Con- 
ference, to whom was referred the question of 
the equalization of through rates at all points 
by lines from the West to Europe, as proposed 
by arecent meeting of Eastern and Western 
railroad managers, bas written a letter propos- 
ing ~=—Ss that the New York  steamshi 
men shall meet daily, or as often 
as mecessary, and fx ocean rates on 
freight; that the railroad men siall then add 
the inland rates, and that the result shall be es- 
tablished as the through rate from the West to 
Europe, and shall govern shipments by way of 
all ports on the Atlantic seaboara. It is claimed 
it wili be easy to bring the lines of steamers 
centering at Boston, Puilade'phia, Portland, and 
Baltimore to terms, as the railroads terminating 
at those ports furnish them with 
all their frieght, and apy attempt 
at independence would necessitate the empioy- 
ment of special freight agents at the West at 
large expense. A meeting of the railroad men 
will soon be held to consider the proposition, 
which is entirely in harmony with their previous 
action and wishes. I[f the steamsbip agents 
abide by this proposition, the movement to 
establish through rates will be successfully car- 
ried through. 


WESTERN PASSENGER AGENTS. 

St. Lovis, Jan. 21.—The Western Association 
of Passenger and Ticket Agents, composed of 
representatives of the railroads west of the Mis- 
sissippi River, met here to-day and transacted 
considerable business. It was decided that 150 
pounds should be the limit of free bag- 
gage over their roads; ailso that no 
change could be made in the present 
mannerof accommodating commercial! travelers. 
A committee of seven was appointed to report 
on asystem of baggage-checking which shall 
enable the Audit Lepartments to have as neariv 
as possible a perfect check on local and thruugn 
baggage collections. If the report of the Com- 
mittee is adopted by the Association, it will be 
presented to the Nationa! Association at its next 
meeting. A committee was appointed to 
report a contract ticket with uniform provisions 
and wording, so that all future issues of tickets 
may be the same on al! roads. Lhe matter of 
special freight rates on emigrant movabdles was 
laid on the table.

GRANT IN IRELAND. 


Proceedings of the Cork City Council.Loud 


Talking and Much Abuse of America’s 
Ex-President. 
Cork Reraid, Jan. 4. 

The weekly meeting of the Improvement De- 
partment of the Corporation was held yester- 
day, the Mayor in the chair. There were also 
present Messrs. D. Finn, H. Paul, P. O’Sulli- 
van, R. Day, J. Tracey, J. vanlea, B. J. 
Sheenan, H. Dale, R. Meade. J... Buckley, 
J, Hayes, W. R. Harris, J. Dwyer. T. M’Swiney,

The Town Clerk read a letter—which has 
been already pudlished—from Gen. Richmond, 
United States Consul at Queenstown, stating 
that he had received atelegram from the Con- 
sul-General at London informing him that ex- 
President Grant intended to visit Cork within a 
week, Dut the date was not yet fixed. 

The Mavor—Does anybody wish to offer any 
observation on that letter? 

Sir George Pevrose—l[t is entirely in your own 
hands. Mr. Mayor. 

Mr. Tracey—Mark it “*read,”’ sir. 

‘The Mayvor—It is a letter for me; in fact, I 
believe it was addressed to my _ predecessor. 
At any rate, it properly comes before the Coun- 
cil. 

Mr. Tracey—1 move that it be marked “‘ read.”’ 

Mr. Harris said he thonoght the Council ought 
to take into consideration that the ex-Presideut 
of the United States represented the governing 
party im that country, and that the [rish emi- 
grant nation—he imigit call them:a nation in 
that country—hbad to be considered. ‘Their fel- 
low-countrymen in the United States were sub- 
ject to the influence of party, and be considered 
that it would be for their interes$ if a proper 
reception was given to tiie represeyta- 
tive of the United Scates in Cork. ‘There was 
nothing in the government of ex-President 
Grant objectionable to the people of Ireland, 
nor did he (Mr. Harris) think his directory was 
in any way unpleasant to their feiiow-country- 
men intake Unitea States. Probably he wouid 
be atafuture time again at the bead of that 
country, and he (Mr. Harris) thougnt it would 
be to the iaterest of their fe!low-countrymen in 
the United States if a proper recogmtion was 
given to President Grant on his arrival in Cork.

Aid. hegarty—lI rise to order. [don’t think 
one leaihes man has a right to get up and run 
down another leather man. |Laugbter:) 

W@lhe Mayor—Mr. Tracey is vot out of order. 

Mr. Tracey—I reallv think it woud be ungen- 
erous on Our part to reiase bim: hospitality if 
he deserved it, but 1 cannot see anything in ihe 
career of Gen. Grant—or cx-President Grant— 
that calls for the sympathy of the Irish nation. 
Ihave had interviews with many persons who 
spent years in America, amd I learned from 
them that he never thought of the Irish race as 
he thought of others, and chat he actually went 
out of his way to insult their religion. {** Hear,

Ald. Dwyer—There is no mistake whatever

Grant in Dublin. 
London World. 

The Dublin banquet to Gen. Grant was nec- 
essarily on Friday night, consequently the new 
Lord Mayor, Sir John Barrington, had a diffi- 
culty to contend with, as 1 need hardly say the 
heretics present were in the minority. How- 
ever, the big Knight was quite equal to the 
emergency, the menu was emphatically ma- 
rine; and from the oysters and turtle to the an- 
chovy toast a delicate consideration was shown 
for both the appetites and consciences of his 
guests. ‘The Generai’s peculiarly reticent, re- 
served manner seems to have greatly impressed 
his Irish friends. The ancient manuscripts in 
Trinity College are displayed ior bim on a table, 
but, as one of the Fellows says mournfully, he 
pays no more attention to them “than 
if they were a row of old boots in a 
pantry.” And at another scientific institution 
a garruluous old custodian of certain preci- 
osities is introduced; tells of his visit to Amer- 
ica long ago: how he is “ bound to it” by bonds, 
and ties, and symoathies, and Heaven knows 
what else, and how he means one day togo 
there again. “How long since you were in 
America?’ says the little heavy man, looking 
outofhis keen gray eyes. “ Fifty years avo. 
Ah, yes! and I’m sure thatin my next voy- 
age——’’ 

** Yes, sir, you'll find the country considerably 
changed. (Good day,” says the General dryly, 
and cuts short the oration. Une thing only 
secmed to awaken his interest. In the Royal 
Irish Academy there is preserved Wolle’s 
original manuscript of the “ Burial of Sir Jobo 
Moore,” and the Gencral stops short before it, 
aud reads it deliberately from beginning to end. 


Shame and Regret. 
Dudtin Irish Times. 

Ex-President Grant ought to remember bis 
visit to Dublin with pleasant feelings. Where- 
ever he has hitherto gone he nas been feted and 
made much of. Learned societies and com- 
mercial bodies have united to do him honor. 
He bas received through the municipal authori- 
ties the bighest distinction which it lies with 
the city to bestow. It is true that there 
were DO enthusiastic crowds in the streets; 
but this was chiefly due to the fact 
that there was really no rallying-point for a 
crowd—no pageant, no open-air platform, no set 
interchange of civilities in a iocale accessibie to 
the public. Wherever the General was seen 
aml recognized be was warmly saluted, and, if 
publicity had been given to his intended 
route, there would have been no lack of ap- 
plauding spectators on bis passage. We have 
reason to think that our illustrious visitor would 
have chosen just the reception he has 
got, if it were free to him to make a 
choice. Of the strange proceedings reported by 
telegraph trom Cork we tust speak in terms 
of unmixed regret. They were undignified and 
altogetber out ef place. Nwbody attempted to 
sustain by evidence the untenable statemeut 
that President Grant was, when io office, an 
enemy of the Irish people. The strong opimoas 
whicd he holds on the questions of the relations 
between Church and State were certainiv at 
times transfused into bis policv in a way caicu- 
lated to excite the hostility of many Irish Catho- 
lics; but the same result followed with regard 
to the Catholics of other national origin. “ Gen. 
Grant’s policy wks strictly constitutional, and 
surely a President has as much rigilit to give le- 
gal eilect to bis honestly beld principles as any 
other man. ,He acted as an American political 
map, not as a member of a particular creed, and 
the spirit that led to the introduction of purely 
American political subjects into a debate on the 
question of giving an official reception to the 
greatest representative of the Western Conti- 
nent is to be reprobated as weil as deplored. 

Favored the Southern Cause, 
Londen Daity News. 

Gen. Grant is now taking Ireland im the 
course of his travels. In Cork the mere ex- 
pectation that Geu. Grant was to be entertained 
by the Mayor of the city appears to have drawn 
down on “that. official some signs of pop- 
ular dissatisfaction. Gen. Grant, in fact, 
is not at all likely to be a _ hero 
among the more impulsive classes in i{re- 
land. But Gen. Grant is believed to be a 
shrewd man, who can observe where other men 
only talk, and it is quite possibie that he may 
carry back to the United States even from his 
hasty visit to Ireland the impression that the 
Insh question is not quite so easily settied as 
many people in America think it could be and 
ought to be. If be finds that he is not himeelf 
particularly popular im irelaod, that mere fact 
may eect him thinking over the whole prob- 
lem of Ireiand’s relations to America and 
to England, and may tend to inform him 
as to the difficulties which England finds in 
dealing witb Irish grievances. Gen. Grant said 
he had, when in office, the honor of represent- 
ing “more Inshmen and their descendants 
than the Queen of England does.” This was 
perhaps a slight mistake, for the Queen of Eb- 

land represents in that sense a good many 

rishmen and the descendants of Irishmen who 
do pot live in Lresand. If the vast majority of 
the Irish voters in America could have nad 
their way Geo. Grant would never have 
been President of the United States. There are 
soine, probably, who have not yet forgotten that 
he was the principal instrument in putting down 
the Southern Rebellion, and thus indirectiy 
establisbing the civil riguts of the negro. The 
Irish in America were, speaking generally, tn 
favor of the Southern States during the Civil 
War. The cause of this was *rtly because the 
irish in America disliked the negro just a. a cer- 
tain class of Londoner dislikes Whe Gerinan, or 
a Californian objects to Chinese cheap labor.

This 
order of the day was proposed by the Gam- 
bettists so as to overturn the Cabinet with- 
out actually censuring it, and would thus 
have freed the Gambettists from the neces- 
sity of propounding a civil programme. The 
order was rejected by a vote of 200 against 
155. In the main division Gambetta and forty- 
five of his adherents of the Republican 
Union abstained from voting, not being 
willing to go the length of negativing the 
vote of confidence when there was no longer 
any alternative motion.

Their bureaux 
only agreed by a majority of one to the vote 
of confidence in the terms demanded by the 
Ministry. They were influenced by a ramor 
that the Reactionaries intended to vote with 
the Radicals. 


, FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 

‘ WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpon, Jan. 21.—The Mark Lane Er 
press says the aspect of the growing wheat 
plant is scarcely satisfactory, as sudden 
changes in the temperature have tended to 
check its early development, but another 
month or six weeks must elapse before any 
definite opinion can be put forward as to 
the actual state of the crop. Farmers’ 
deliveries have again been moderate, and 
dissatisfaction continues in regard to the 
condition in which the most English wheat 
comes to market. Dry parcels are quite an 
exception, both in London and the Provincial 
Exchanges. Nearly all samples offered are 
damp or sprouted. To its defective condition 
must be attributed the comparative neglect 
from which home-grown wheat has suffered, 
and which has prevented us from sharing 
increased attention paid to foreign grain. 

THE IMPORTS OF FOREIGN WHEAT 

into London continue moderate. More at- 
tention has been paid to this class of prod- 
nce, as gravaried stocks in the United King- 
dom show considerabie dificiency on those 
held at the corresponding time in 1878. 
Millers have purchased with less reserve, aud 
a steady trade has resulted at fully late rates. 
The weak point as regards the future course 
of prices is the unusually large surplus 
available for export in America, which must 
exercise a depressing effect, if the purchasing 
power of France has been overestimated.

the operations of our neighbors, who, instead 
of exporiing wheat, have been 

LARGE IMPORTERS, 
it remains to be seen whether the réserves of 
grain in the hands of French farmers will be 
sufficient to meet the requirements of con- 
sumption. With large arrivals at ports of 
call during the week, principally Californian, 
the floating-cargo trade for wheat has ruled 
steady, without quotable change, 

Maize is firm at an advance of 6d per 
quarter. 

Sales of English wheat last week were 
52,141 quarters at 38s 1ld per quarter, 
against 39,425 quarters at 523 per quarter 
the previous year. 

The imports into great Britain for the 
week ending Jan. 11 were: Wheat, 740,747 
hundred weights, and flour, 178,091 hun- 
dred weights.

GREAT STORM. 
SHIPWRECK. 
‘ By Cable to New York Herald, 


Lowpoy, Jan. 21.—The weather all over 
the southern sections of the British Islands 
is very stormy. Heavy gales provail in 
the Channel and on the southwestern coast 
of Ireland, accompanied by exceedingly 
heavy rains. The English steamer 
Oberne was caught in the gale 
off Kinsale and broke her propeller. She 
was bound from New Orleans for Liverpool, 
having on board a cargo of cotton and oil- 
cake. She attempted to enter Queenstown 
harbor under sail yesterday, but her steering 
gear failed, and she ran ashore in White 
Bay, about a quarter of a mile inside 
Camden Fort. All the crew were saved, 
but it is feared the vessel will 
prove a total wreck. At the time the steam- 
er ran on the rocks, there was a very strong 
sea running, with the wind blowing a gale 
from the southeast. Lighters are now re- 
moving her cargo, but it is a work of con- 
siderable difficulty, owing to the continuance 
of the wind and the heavy swell. It is also 
raining hard, which retards operations very 
much.

THE ALLIGATOR 


Who Lives and Dies in the Lakes and Rivers 
of Fiorida—A Creature with Curiosity aad 
a Quick Ear—How He Takes His Prey. 

Boston Commercial Bulleten Letter. 

An alligator moves much easier in a straight 
line than any other; if attacked by one it is a 
good plan, in case of danger, to run in a circie; 
this confuses and delays the creature, and much 
increases the chances of escape. But few cases 
of injury to men or domestic animals by Florida 
alligators are on record or known, so far as I 
could learn. Men, women, and children have 
little or no fear of them, at least of none except 
the largest. They are attacked and killed in 
every direction and in all manners, usually be- 
ing left a prey to the buzzards and other feeders 
upon carrion. They do not decay rapidly, even 
in the hot sun, their thick skins repelling the 
beaks ot buzzards at first, and their tough fibres 
fighting dissolution at every stage. 

I was much impressea with the alligator. He 
secmea to me an object worth study and ob- 
servation. 1 had not happened to come across, 
in mv reading of natural history. suflicientiy 
clear accounts of him, and, while in Florida, | 
lost po opportunity of gleaning information 
from anv source likely to prove correct that 
would throw light upon his structure or habits. 
‘The female buiids her nest in the spring of the 
year, she makes it of mud and lcaves, banking 
lt up tn some seciuded space opento the sun, 
depositing her eggs in layers, leaving them to 
havcb by the heat engendered by iermentation 
addcd to that of the sun. 

Eggs to the number of 150 have been found 
in these nests; their shells are quite hard, in 
shape thev are elongated somewhat in com par- 
ison with a hen’s egg, and both ends are more 
nearly alike. lo size they are usually above 
taose of aturkey.”

The autumnal election was the inevitable re- 
sult of the inaucuration of a State Government 
chosen bya minority of the legal citizens of 
Louisiana. What “national statesmen” in- 
sisted on as “a necessity ’ in the government 
of the State, the local politicians insisted was 
equally a necessity in the goygrnment of its 

rishes. It was resglved that the Jntetlicence

Meanwhile, one of the armed companies that 
marched through the parish came to a thickly- 
peopled pegro settlement and fired a murder- 
ous yolley into their quarters at Basse’s Lane. 
They reported that they had been fired into by 
the negroes. One of them, examined under 
oath, attests that he heard no firing, although, 
as he was inthe ranks, be must neceséarily 
have heard the shots,if there had been any 
shots from the negroes. But, according tothe 
Captain’s statement, cight negroes were silled 
at the time.

One attempt to overawe the white Independ- 
ent Democrats was promptiv withdrawn. They 


were Southern white men, and they would not 
listen toaremonstrance. Fiye other negrocs 
were killed in this parish. This statement 
comes from Democratic testimony. But the 
reports at the time gave a larger list of slain, 
and the Senate investigation has not been con- 
cludéd. . * 

This series of episodes accomplished {ts pur- 
pose. There was no Republican candidate for 
Congress in Tensas Parish. The race issue was 
raised, and then the Independent Democratic 
parish ticket was defeated by fraud. 

Caddo Parish is inthe western part of the 
State. [tis a strong Republican parish, with a 
dense black population, and vet it was absolute- 


in order to elect another Congressman. 
neither of these districts, under a fair count, 
could any Democratic candidate secure even a 
respectable minority vote. 

There was intimidation at the meetings of 
colored voters during that campaign. But the 
Republican leaders had adopted the wise policy 
of selecting young white Democrats exclusively 
—or with but a single exception—for their 


local candidates in order, to divide the 
white or Democratic vote and to secure 
the support of the fighting race. ‘The blacks 


were urged to support them for the reason that 
they were young men, and not wedded as the 
old men were wedded, to the theories of ente- 
bellum times. References to the days of slavery 
were denounced as “incendiary,” and all illus- 
trations showing that the negroes were atill 
toiling for inadequate pay—as by the system. of 
leasing and ‘* advances ’’—ihat prevailed in that 
parish were fiercely decried by the Democratic 
leaders as efforta to incite labor against capital.

The bal!ot-box at one precinct was placed in 
a “bulldozing district,” so difficult to reach 
that, in ordinary weather, as one witness said, 
“only a duck or bird could get to it’ from the 
lands where the masses of the negroes worked. 
A tarty of 300 or more blacks traveled about 
thirty-five miles to get to it; travelea through 
thickets and swau,ps—for the Democrats had 
taken the precaution te remove the ferry-boat. 
After this box had been used all day, a party of 
armed white men seized it and destroyed it,

At another precinct—Caledonia—between 4 
and 5 o’clock in the afternoon a company of 
mounted men, not residents of the settlement, 
nor voters there, arrived, every man fully 
armed, and under military command. Shortly 
afterward two white neo to wrestle, and 
in the course of their scuffle they. ran against a 
lame black man. He asked them civilly to ‘keep 
off his leg.’? The Republicans assert that this 
scuffle was a pretext to begin a riot. Itis cer- 
tain that one of the whites immediately accused 
the black man of striking him, an then galled 
loudly for his shotgun. Another white man be- 
gan to fire his revolver. ‘he blacks scattered, 
or, as the phrase here is, they ‘ squandered.” 
They ran to the house of a colored man pear by, 
the only colored candidate on the ticket. In- 
stantly the cry was raised that they were run- 
ning for their guns. In this house there were 
four or five shotguns, which had been kept 
there for several days, because threats had been 
made by a persona] cnemy—also a colored man 
—to set his cotton-zin on fire. 

Quick volleys were fired by the whites, Seven 
or eight negroes were killed: one white man 
was wounded. 

This riot would séem to be a senseless as well 
as bruta) slauehter—certainly rather a drunken 
than a political affray—if one could keep out of 
sight the simultaneous arrival of the armed 
men, The negroes had voted; the Democrats 
bad sole control of the bollot-boxes. What 
benefit could come from a riot in the evening! 
In the morning a riot might have dispersed the 
voters; but now what political purpose could it 


serve f 

The Republicans say thatit was intended to 
arouse the animosity of race in order to prevent 
a fair count; for the friends of the Independent 
candidates were presevt at the polls, and they 
would have seen to it that there was either an 
honest return or a ‘regular’? Democratic 
funeral. The race issue once raised, even 
these men were powerless. 

And if this was the purpose, it was entirely 
successful, for the parish and this ward of it 
were returned as having voted for the Bourbon 
branch of the Democracy.

Thus, in Caddo and in Tensas, by raising the 
race issues,—by threats and by the slaughter of 
the biacks,—the Independent Democrats were 
defeated. In Natchitoches the Democrats, by 
‘charitably exiling’’ the Republican leaders, 
achieved the same conciliatory resuits. By sim- 
jlar expedients in othcr parishes two members 
of Congress were secured in the strongest Re- 
publican districts of tle Gulf State.

There were no outrages in the sugar-growing 
arishes. Cottovis no longera King. Cotton 
is a buildozer pow, Sugar is the true con- 
ciliator, Why? Because before the season of 
the political campaign ends the cotton crop is 
gathered for the most part, and even when the 
negrocs are driven from their plantations there 
is no Vital injurv done to the planters, But, in 
the sugar-growing parishes, the campaign is 
begun, carried on, and ended in the hight of 
the season. and bulldozing, by demoralizing 
labor, would bring instant ruin on the planters. 
The bulldozers have not interfered with the 
black sugar-growers of Louisiana since 1563, 
The pegroes there elect the planters and other 
whites to the local offices, and they are allowed 
to vote as they please for Governmental aud 
legislative candidates.

By and by the bulldozer will be brought face 
to face with the planter. Amite County, in 
Mississippi, was nearly ruined by the 
bulldozer. As long as the negro 
was the sole victim of outrage no planter 
the approaching ruin, they organized as ‘* Mod- 
erators.”’ and stearniy threatened the bulldozing 
“ Reculators.” ‘They conquered @ peace, yet 
not until manv of them who had once urged on 
the Régulators had been made bankrupts by the 
exodus of the negro. 
The’future of the negro is not wholly dark 
here, although the present is gloomy enough,

Mrs. Waite, editor of the Crusader, a temper- 
ance paper, made a few remarks. 

Miss Baker, Secretary of the Chicago Wom- 
an’s Temperance Union, read areport of the 
workings of that Society. 

The Chair stated that she would eppoint Miss 
Willard upon the Committee to devise plans for 
the working of the Society, and announced that 
lunch was ready, whereupon a motion was made 
to adjourn until half-past 1 o'clock.

The Executive Committee submitted the fol- 
lowing supplemental report: 

In a recent report of the Inspectors of the House 
of Correction, the very singular ided is conveyed to 
thepublic thatthe Washingtonian Home was es- 
tablished for the purpose of receiving and reform- 
ing men arrested and under sentence by the police 
courts, and that the clause im the charter giving 
the Home 10 per cent of the money collected from 
the licenses to sell liquor in the city and county 
was in consideration of the reception and care of 
such persons. And further, that inaamach as but 
few persons have actually been received from the 
police courts, or from the House of Correction, the 
city has received little or no Compensation for the 
amount of money which has been received by the 
Home. We call thie a very singular idea, because 
it indicates so complete @ misconception of the 
history, objects, and accomplishments of the 
Home, after it had been open for public inspection 
fifteen years. 

The Home was established and maintained by 
private efforts and Jiberalitvy several years before 
the present charter was granted by the Legislature 
of the State, And so far from its hee ag object 
being to provide for those who had already become 
vagranis and semi-criminais, and in the bands of 
the police magistrates or in the Bridewell, its main 
purpose was to take the inebriate and reform him 
into @ good eitizen before he had actually reached 
the degradation of a police court or a criminal] 
resort. 

The records of the Home will show to any who 
may take the trouble to examine them, that a large 
maleelts of thoge who have been admitted are just 
in that condition where they have neither money 
nor friends, and where the next step would place 
them on either the vagrant or criminal records of 
the city or county. More than 60 per cent of all 
the money received and expended by the Home in 
its reformatery work hes gone directly for the sup- 
port of this class of inmates. Will any enlight- 
ened and thoughtful citizen say it is not better, 
economically, and every other way, to take an 
hundred men before they become octaa) yearante or 


—= 


criminals, and convert from per 
cent of them inte respectable and 
industrious citizeng, than to try to 


reform an eaual number after they have suffere 
the degradation and the community the expense o 
a sentence ina police court? Ali who have given 
attention tothe subject know that the drinking’ 
babits of men force upon the care of the communi. 
ty two c'asses of men: one actually already ruined, 
and either vagrant or criminal, and which nothing 
will control but police courte, Bridewelis, and 
Flouses of Correction; the other, well advanced in 
the same road, but yet amenable to voluntary 
infinences, and for which the Home is gspeciajly 
designed. It was the d both of the 
individuals who founded it, and of the 
Legislature that granted its present charter, 
‘that it should save men from reaching the 
hands of the police and the doors of pena! institu. 
tions: and, faithful to its trust, it has saved and 
returned to the commupity in actual value four- 
fold for every dollar of money it hasreceived, Yet 
there are some who fall intothe hands of the Po- 
lice Justices who could be voluntarily controlled 
and reformed, and the clause in the charter of the 
Home was designed expressly for the purpose of 
enabling such Juetices to exercise their discretion 
in sending such to the Home instead of the House 
of Correction. Uf they have exercised that discre- 
tion only to a very limited extent the fault is theirs, 
for the officers of the Home have ever been ready 
and anxious to receive any proper person who 
might come from that source.

dishonest or corrupt man, as his enemies charge,

him any of the moral or intellectual elements of 
a reformer, but we have wever been abie to dis- 
cover apy proof of his personal complicity inany 
of the rings which grew up under his loose dis- 
tribution of the patronage of his State. His 
carcer in the Senate was conspicuous only bv its 
failure, and his re-eleetion is a eignal proef that 
the Republican party fn Tilinois ie not under the 
control of its best or most thoughtful elements. 
In two years from now it is probable that Mr.

Senate, even in Lilinoijs, for by that time even in

Flis Visit to Portugal—Reception by the King 
and the King’s Father—A Drive te Cintra. 
Correspondence New York Herald, 


Lissox, Dec. 17.— . . The King, on 
learning that Gen. Grant had arrived in Lisbon, 
came to the cityto meet him, There was an au- 
dience at the palace, the General and his wife 
meeting the King and Queen, The King, after 
greeting the General in the splendid audience 
abamber, led him into an inner apartment, 
away from the Ministers and courtiers who 
were in attendance on the ceremony, They 
hed a long conversation relative to Portu- 
gal and the United States, the resources 
of the two countries and the means, if means 
were possible, to promote the commercial rela- 
tions between Portugal and America. Portugal 
war, above all things, a commercial nation, and 
ber history was a history of discovery and ex- 
tending civilization. Lisbon, in a direct line, 
was the nearest port for ships leaving New 
York. It was on the lines of latitude south of 
the icebergs and a pleasanter part of the

Owing to the question of tae illegality of the 20 
per cent added to the valuation of the personal 
property in the Town of South Chicago by the 
County Board, many taxpaycrs coutesied their 
taxes, which had a neutralizing effect on .the coi- 
jection in thattown, not only as to the actual) 
cases involved in suits, Dut as to the whole, and it 
is saie to say but for that difficulty the coilecuon 
in said town on personal property would have ocen 
over 00 per cent, and the aggregate collection on 
personal property would have veen ¥5 per cent. 
From the above table it will be seen that the taxes 
for the year 1877 have been col- 
lected muca closer than was expected, and 
but for the trouble caused oy the “0 ver 
centadded tothe value of personal property in 
South Chicago above referred to, the coilection 
would have beenthe best for thany years. Asa 
rule, improved real estate pays the taxes. The 
delinquencies are, to the greatest extent. on un- 
improved speculative property. The back taxces 
and forfeitures extended on the tax-warrants for 
1877 have not been paid as closely as was desired. 
The property forfeited tothe Siate being largely 
speculative, on which the taxes are not paid, and 
for which there are no purcaasers at the tax sale, 
the tax and penaltvis carried forward to subse- 
quent year's tax-warrant and agaia forfeited. This 
is owing more to the mability of tne owners of such 
property to pay tnan the inetlectiveness of the 
Revenue law. Mosiof the delinquencies on per- 
soual property are against persons ioo pour to pay, 
. who should not bave been assessed at ail. If more 
equaliiy in (tbe assessment can Le atiained there 
will ve little difficulty im tae collection of the 
taxes.

CALLAGHAN,

MURDER WILL OUT. 

INNOCENT MAN IMPRISONED SEVENTEEN 
YEARS. 

The most prominent residents of the Bohe- 
mian district in this city are bestirring them- 
selves in bebalf of an innocent man, said to 
have been incarcerated for murder for the 
past seventeen years in Bilinkova, a suburb of 
the City of Reichenberg, in Bohemia. Their 
efforts promise to result in the release of the 
ill-starred prisoner, and the punishment as 
well of the real murderer, reported to be an 
opulent Bohemian named Wenceslaus Kueg, 
who, at the date of the murder, was a Magis- 
trate in Reichenberg, and had, up to the last 
advices, occupied positions of high trust, and 
wielded great influence in Bohemian politics. 
Circumstances, it seems, at the time of the mur- 


der, eighteen years ago, led to the arrest of 
Rueg, but, after a commitment of nine months 
or so, some influence secured his freedom. 

The steps taken by the promincot Bohemians 
here, energetic as they are, speak well for the 
sympathy that exists among them as a class. 
Not one of them is a remote acquaintance of 
the prisoner in Bobemia, of John Antona, the 
man who was murdered, or of Wenceslaus Rueg, 
the reputed assassin. An old man died in their 
district, on the 14th of this month, whose act- 
ions during the years he bad been among them 
were very singular; on his death-bed be made a 
confession, apd this confession aroused the 
spirit of sympathy in that much-abused district 
known as “Little Bobemia,” which extends to 
an unfortunate fellow-countrymaa a helping 
hand in bis unmerited misfortune, and will, no 
doubt, result in his restoration to the world, 
after a gloomy imprisonment of seventeen 


ears. 
, The old man who died on the ld4thof this 
month was Ferdinand Siebeneicher. ‘he erave 
closea over him on the I7thin the Bohemian 
National Cemetery, out on Elston road. While 
his last days were those of squallid poverty, the 
Bohemiaus gave him a decent burial. 

The first seen of him in the district was imme- 
diately after the ereat fire, when an old 
wrinkled man of about 60 appeared peddling 
matebes and slippers. Everybody), after a time, 
came to recognize him, from the peculiarity of 
his manner. 

‘‘“THERE WAS SOMETHING ON THE OLD MAN’S 

MIND,” 

people soon began to whisper, and eventually, 
from what be said now and then, it leaked out 
that be knew something of a wmurder 
in the old; country; that in fact he 
was a material witness in the case; 
that he was paid to come out of the way to this 
country eighbbeen years ago; that the real 
murderer escaped, and that an innocent man 
was suffering instead. It appears he confided 
more of the troubles of his haunted conscience 
to a Mrs. Felix Rehbor, one of the wituesses to 
the'statemevt made by him on his death-hed. 
Jobn Kolar, of No. 450 Jefferson street, a 
brother-in-law of Anton Chladek, the West 
Town Clerk, remembers a time when 
Sicbeneicher wrote a letter to give toa person 
going to the vld country, with instractions to 
throw it off the train when passing the 
suburb of the city where Wenceslans Rueg was 
Magistrate. The old peddier, on second thougut, 
however, tore it up. It is presumed that it 
was a request for money, as the old man’s af- 
fairs were very bad at the time. Others recol- 
lect that on one occasion Siebeneicher thought 
he was about vo die, and wrote a paper, but on 
recovering tore it up.

Mr. Kolar represents deceased as the wreck of a 
once prosperous and well-educated man, brought 
down by remorse, pot dissipation. Evervbcdy 
agreed with his opinion it seems. He often felt 
like asking him to uuburcen bimself, but never 
could. He pitied him very much, and often re- 
heved him. 

When Siebeneicher knew that be could not 
survive his last sickness, however, be notitied 
hie landlord that be wanted a statement taken 
down. Accordingly, in presence of George 
Cvyachonck, Andrew Kolar, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Felix Rehor, deceased confessed that he was 
present in Bilin-Kova the day John Antona was 
murdered. He went to the house of the Magis- 
trate, Wenceslaus Rueg, for a permit to carry 
on his business. He met the Magistrate, but 
could hardly recognize him, he was so disguised 
by @ great coat. His wife was reproving him at 
the time, and used the words, ** You might have 
kicked bim some, Sut not kilicd him outright.” 
Here the old man breathed bis last. 

To the musty court-records of Bohemia of 
eighteen years ago must, then, de added the 
uufinished confession of the baunted peddler. 
A fitting continuation of the old man’s story, in 
the minds of the peopie of “‘ Little Bonemia,”’ 
would be: **I was then given money to come to 
America, so that I might not be present to tes- 
tify. Ldidso. But 1 cannot die easy, knowing 
that I am so much responsibie tor the iiving eo- 
tombment of an innocent man.”’

CLEVER WORK. 
A NEWSPAPER MAN ROBBED. 

The boldness and skill of professional thieves 
in their operations in this city lately is scarcely 
without a precedent. Following closely upon 
the heels of the Goldsmid diamond robbery 
comes another thatis equally as bold and was 
more skillfully perpetrated, the victim being a 
gentleman of intelligence and refinement, 
and possessed of as much shrewdness 
as the average of men. Mr. J. E. Gill, of San 
Francisco, and formerly of Santa Barbara, Cal., 
where he was connected with the press, is the 
victim, having lost $325, ahd the thief got off 
successfuliy with the plunder, and so quickly 
that it wil be difficult to identify him if 
captured. Mr. Gill has but lately arrived in the 
city. and put up at the Commercial Hotel, in- 
tending to depart for Kenosha, Wis., to-day, 
where he wiil attepd the Dairymen’s 
Convention. It was about 4:20 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, and, just as he had reached the 
corner of Dearborn and Washington streets, 
he slipped on the ice-covered sidewalk and 
tell. -As be did so, a well-dressed young man, 
who was close by him, stepped up to assist him. 
Mr. Gill arose unhurt, though somewhat 
confused and stunned by the fall, and 
turned to thank the young man, but the latter 
was not to be seen. Io a moment afterward 
Mr. Gill felt fn the breast pocket of his dress- 
coat forhis pocketbook and found it poty He 
had been robbed, and the thought flashed 
throug# his mind that the gentlemanly young 
man who had so kindly assisted him to his feet 
was the expert pickpocket. 

the waiiet bore tne name on the outside of J. 
E. Gill, and contained $100 in United States 
currency, two £10 notes of the Bank of En- 
gland, a draft on the Bank of San Franciaco for 
$125,—in a‘! $325,—and some letters and mem- 
orandums. Mr. Gill caught a glimpse only of 
the acrort thief as he arose from the 
sidewalk, and does not think he would be able 
to identify bim if he is captured.

And now the loss of all the 
fuuds he bad with him bas added another mis- 
fortane. He is a map who bas many friends in 
Santa Barbara, San Francisco, and oiher places 
in California.

THE GUILLOTINE. 


An End of Pablic Executions in Paris— 
Migrations of the Instrument of Death— 
Horrid Scenes Enacted in the Past. 

New York Times Paris Letter. 

At last. at last, the long rain is over, and we 
have. ciear, cold, almost American winter 
weather. We even have a powdering of snow 
and a taste of ice, instead of “water, water, 
everywhere.” By the way, I saw a street- 
laborer at work the other day, in the midst of a 
hard rain, sprinkling the muddy boulevard, 
probably thinking, like Nosh’s unbelieving 
neighbor, or the “‘ Compagnie Generale des Om- 
nibus,” that there wasn’t “going to be much of 
a shower.” A proof this of that slavery to 
routine of French officials and workingmen, of 
which I have spoken. Bug these are little 
things. That the Republic is progressive and 
bumanitarian in its tendencies is, I think, 
proved by at least one late act of the Govera- 
ment, the appcintment of a Commission to 
modify certain provisions of the Criminal Code 
relating to capital punishment. Since the 
double execution of Barre und Liebiez, in Aa- 
gust last, public opivion among the better 
classes has impcratively demanded the discon- 
tinuance of public cxecutious, and the adoption 
of the English and American system. The Com- 
mission has reported a set of rules and regula- 
tions which, when adopted, as | suppose they 
will soon be, will put an end to one of the most 
frightful amusements of Paris. Executions 
bave gradually becoms less dramatic and spec- 
tacular than of old. Then there was a sort of 
pomp of dehberatiun and ceremony about them. 
Now they are hburricd, rade, and bald,—butcher- 
ies, not sacrifices. ‘the guillotivé is set up 
within twenty paces of the prison, so there is 
no ghastly royal progress of crime through the 
atreets. it stands on the flag-stones, so there 
are no steps toclimb. On a principle of sham 
and selfish humanity, the prisoner is left in 
utter iguorance of the day and the bour 
of his doom;,is even encouraged by his 
jailers to amuse himself and to hope 
for respite or pardon till the fatal morning ar- 
rives. Then, half mad witb the sudden borror 
and despair, he is accorded a short shrift and a 
giass of brandy, bas his hair cropped, is pin- 
ioned, and marched out by gendarmes to meet 
his last acquaintance, M. Koen, City Heademap. 
Witbin twenty minutes from the time the man 
is awakeued the whoie thing is over. It is said 
that scarcelv two minutes pass between his ap- 
pearance under the archway of the prison en- 
trance and his being carried oil to the cemetery, 
and the washing down of the guillotine. ‘lhe 
Piace la Roquette will henceforth lose much of 
iis ghastly character, and all of its interest for 
Parisian roughs and roystcring young swel!s of 
the Lord Tom-Noddy order. A few wecks ago 
hundreds of men of doch these classes remained 
all vight before the prison, and in the cafes near 
by, tu witness an execution at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, but had their vigil for their pains, 
the criminal having been. most unexpectedly 
reprieved. The rage ®f the disappointed 
crowd, expressed in yells, imprecations, and 
threats of serving La Roquctte as their honored 
toretatuers served the Basile, had sometaing 
to do in hastening the reform which better and 
wiser people are rejoicing over to-day, almostas 
a fait accomp. The guillotine is quite too 
bandy athing to havé about in Paris. li is no 


is the same old rapacious monster, the same in- 
strument of implacable vengeaace as ever,—so 
prompt, so swift, so silent, so sure, so bor ibly 
suggestive and inciting. It is time to banish it 
to the invermost prison-court, ana to hide its 
deadly work as mucb: as possidle from the eyes 
of this peuple. it is proposed, under the new 
arrangement, to quite dispense with the cere- 
monies peculiar to the execution of 

Hitherto they have been vaiied in Odlack, 
presenting figures of mysterious ° awiul- 
ness, blindly struggling im the haods 
of their executioners, showing more ter- 
ror, as well as exciting more horror, than 
ail otber criminals. Formerly the parritide’s 
tight band was severed from his body before bis 
head, but that part of the punishment bas been 
dove away with for some \ears. %o we get o7 
slowly, but surely, toward the better time. 
About a quarter of a century ago ail executions 
took place on the Piace de |’ Hotel de Ville, the 
old Place de Greve, at 2 o’ciuck in the aiter- 
noon, before many thousands of men, women, 
and children. From there the guillotine was 
moved to the Place St. Jacques, and got through 
its bivody work as cariy as 10 a. m.; thence it 
flitted to the Place la Roquette, and went to 
work in the gray dawn. It was much given to 
traveliog in the old time. First set up in the 
| Place de Greve, it passed to the Place de la Rev- 
olution, then to Piace St. Antoine, then to the 
Barriere au Trune, then back to the Place de ta 
Revolution, then again to the Place de Greve, 
where it settled down tili alter 1830, when 
it tovuk up again its Cain-like wander- 
ings. -Of all its stations the most ter- 
rible is the Place de Greve. Not eren the 
Place de Ja Revolution has so appalling a 
history. No Roman amphitheatre ever witnessed 
such scenes of horrible cruelty under the name 
o1 pleasure as have here been enacted in the 
name of justice. In the old time, before the be- 
vevolent Louis XVI. bad abolished torture, and 
approved of that humane invention, recom- 
mended by the philanthropic Dr, Josepa Guilio- 
tine, the judictal furies he!d hieh carnival here, 
through tacir grim deputies, the bangman, the 
beadsman, and the torturer. Here penshed 
several illustrious Huguenots, and here, by way 
of compensation, the bloodiest butchers of St. 
Bartboiwomew, La Mole and Coconas, convicted 
of high treason. Here was executed poor Count 
Montgomery, guilty of the accidental killing of 
- Henri Il. in a tourney, an event which probably 
couvineed the wost valiant knights of the danger 
of tilting with Poyalty. Even now he 
were a brave man who would play at 
polo against the Prince.of Wales. Here, 
in 1596, Jean Chatel, a boy fanatic, was 
hanged, drawn, and quartered for an attempt 
onthe lite of Henri iV. (Henri, le Bon): and 
here, twelve years later, the mad esuit, 

Kavaillac, was tortured with red-hot pincers 

mutilated, torn asunder by four horses, and 
burned. Here Leonora Galigui was executed 
for the crime of sorcery. She was the wife of 
that ciever Florentine favorite of Marie de 
Medicis, Concini, Marechal d’Ancre, Governor 
of Normandy and first Prime Minister of Louis 
XILI., called “the Just,” who, finally rebelling 
against lis authority, and incited bv the jealousy 
of the French nubies, ordercd ns assassina- 
tion, which was performed with much dispatch. 
That was not all; a loyal populace, thinking to 
please the young Prince, took the body of the 
proud Italian from the tomb, dragged it 
through the streets, hanged it, then burned it 
on Place Greve, after taking out the beart, 
which they broiled and ate with condiments. 
The extraordinary success and elevation of Con- 
cini was ascribed to the magic arts of bis wile, a 
clever, devoted Woman, doubtless a sorceress of

The Judges—or, to write tnore correctly, Jus- 
tices—oflgtibe Supreme Court used towear stnall- 
clothes, and elaborate linen cambric shirt-ruflles 
set off their Dlack-silk gowns. Mr. Taney was 
tke First quan on that Bench who so lar departed 
from precedent as to give judgement in trousers, 
for the “Jean ahd slippered pantaloon ” was not 
then in esse, although Sbhakspeare bad imagined 
it‘in posse.

A Choir Singer’s Lament.

Your observations onchurch debts would lead 
one to infer that a church without a debt is not 
to be foand. A little investigation will show 
that this is far trom true, although, unfortunate- 
ly, there is too much ground for your remarks 
in this respect. 

But the subje>t of church-music, which is discuss- 
ed by Dr. Sull:van upon a dignificd and thought- 
ful plane that commands the respect of Christian 
people everywhere, reccivesfrom you a peculiar- 
ly superticia! and hackneved treatment. ‘*W oere”’ 
you ask, “will Dr. 8. find a church whose 
choir is not in a row with itself, and whose con- 
gregation is not in a row with its choir?” 

Well, we could tell him of quite a number, 
and doubtless he knows many more. If the 
writcr 0: vour elitorial hada larger acquaint- 
ance with the subject he could not have asked 
the question. Bicxerings, jealousies, and petty 
quarreis are not the necessary or usual accom- 
paniments of Churcb music, either in or out of 
the choir, and are by no means universal. 

We wish, moreover, to correct a statement in 
this editorial which is wholly untrue. It is that 
during the yeariu winch Trinity Church serv- 
ices Were led by a chorus choir “there were 
wranglings and heart-burnings in the chorus 
und atrocities in the congregation thatsent Mei- 
ody shricking through the air until she was lost 
out of sight of the spires of Trinity.” 

It is a pity to spoil this piece of fine writing, 
this flight of rhetoric, but it happens to be alto- 
gether inconsisient with the truth. We are 
able to state from actual knowledge, and to 
bring abundant evidence to the fact, that from 
the first dav to the very last of Trinity’s chorus 
choir there was not oue word of “ wrangling ”’ 
or “*heart-burning ”’ in it. As to the “ atrocities 
in the copgregation”’ (whatever that may meap), 
perhaps the Rev. Dr. Sullivan had forgotten 
them when be stated in his closing address to 
the chorus choir in the presence of the congre- 
gation, that the vear of their service had been 
the most enjoyable year of his whule ministerial 
life in Chicago, so far as related to the music of 
the church. 

Or perhaps “atrocities in the congregation” 
are bis peculiar delight! , 

As for the rest of the piece of nonsense quot- 
ed above, no reply is needed. 

To those familiar with the facts the repertory 
and performance of that chorus choir, led by a 
quartette at the bead of which was Mrs. That- 
rton and Mr. G. T. R. Knorr, peed no defence. 

While noclaim for high esthetic excellence 
is set up (as,in the nature of the case, vould 
ot have been expected), common fairness re- 
quires that a denial should be recorded to the 
slur contained in the language referred to. 

Others may more appropriately bear witness 
that the selections and performances of this 
choir would not suffer by comparison with 
those of any similar organization which this city 
has ever listened to. 

On the whole, the Monday editorial on the 
Rey. Dr. Sullivan is so far below the level of 
your ueuval thoughtful, dignified, and truthful 
treatment of worthy topics that it must be ex- 
cused as one ol those g/tps to whicn even good 
men are liable.

The Bible Question.

Cuica6o, Jav. 21.—In your issue ef te-day, 
you publish a letter concerning the number of 
chapters, verses, aud words found in the Bible. 
It is a littie surprising that the writer of that 
letter did not inform us how many punctuation 
marks the Book contained, as thatis a matter 
of about as much practical utility as the others.

words, letters, etc., are contained in the Bible: 


and suppose that we knew to a mathematical 
certainty just the exact vumber, what advav- 
tage would such knowledge be to the possessor? 
A man migat know aii this, and be profoundly 
iguorant of a knowledge of the first principies 
of Christianity. if the salvation of mau de- 


pended ou counting the letters in the 
Bible, as the devoted Catholic counts 
his beads, then we might discern 
some” advantage from such a_i proce- 


dure; but as it has pever been made known as 
a condition of pardon, or an instrumentality to 
the enjoyment of a higher life, 1 fail to see the 
practical advantage of such knowledge. 

To continue this investigation, it would be 
necessary to count all the letters in the original 
manuscript, both Hebrew and Greek, and be 
would tind, to his great astonishment, that the 
number varied in each manuscript to such an 
extent that the bypercritica!l “Reader of the 
Bible’? who published that letter would find 
himself. severai hundred out of the way. And, 
again, if he should count the words, and syila- 
bles, and letters in some old Engiisa edition of 
the Bible,—Wycliff’s or Tynda)’s transiation,— 
owing to the ancient style Of spelling, he wguld 
find several hundred more letters than specTied 
io his very accurate list (!/). Such religious bosh 
will do for children as a means oi matbematical 
discipline; but for intelligent Bible students it 
is the vericst nonsense. 

We will suppose a case: A man has devoted 
much time to studying the Bible in this particu- 
lar direction, uotil he can tell the number cf 
letters, the number of words, and even the 
number of commas that are found in the Bible; 
ves he cantell us bow many times the word 
“ged” occurs, and mavy others. He dics, 
and at the judgment-seat scat of Carist he puts 
in an appearance. The Judge proceeds to ex- 
amine his case, and finds that he knows nothing 
of the doctrines of ** The Atonement:”’ nothing 
of the ** Law of Pardon;”’ nothing of ** reacem- 
ing grace;’’ that he is absolutely ignorant of 
the doctrine of ** spiritaal iufluenoce,’’ and all 
that pertains to Gospel law and obedience; but 
then, notwitstanding all thal, he can teil all 
about the number of verses, words, letters, etc., 
that can be foundin the sacred Scriptures. 
‘The great Judge would likely inform the disap- 
pointed candidate for celestial honors that his 
** zeal was not aceordiug to knowledge.” 

] can suggest a more profitable department of 
Scriptural investigation, aud one that will be 
likely to awaken not a little iuterest, and that 
is, to find out how many plain, unmistakable 
contradictions can be found in the Bible; and I 
venture the assertion that the Bible contains 
more contradictions than it does chapters. 

I will offer a few for the amusement of the 
readers of Tus TrRipunz. Ove of the Evangel- 
ists, speaking of Christ’s trial, says they put 
ou Him a scarlet robe; the other Evangelists 
speaking of the same cvent, says they put ou 
Him a purple garment. Which one told the 
truth? 

One of the New-Testament writers contra- 
dicts himself while speaking of the ascension 
ot Christ. On-one occasion he says, “He 
ascendedfrom Bethany ’’; while at another time 
he places the ascension from the “* Summit of 
Mount Olivet.”” Where did the ascension of 
Christ take place! Can anybody tell irom these 
contradictory staetmects! 

‘The Evangelists do not tell the same story in 
regard to the crucifixion of Christ. One says 
He was crucified at the ninth nour, the otber 
says it took place at the sixth hour. When was 
Christ caucitied! Can any ome tell what hour 
from the Bibie! 

‘The Evangelists contradict themselves when 
speaking of Christ’s appearance after His al- 
leged resurrection. One says His first appear- 
ance was in a mountain in Galilee; the others 
say it was while on the way to Emmaus; and 
another says it was ina room, and the doors 
were locked. One of the Evangelists, {speaking 
of what bappeved at the sepulchre in the morn- 
ipg of the pretended resurrection, says that 
one woman came to the sepulcbre, the other 
says {~o women came, the third one savs three 
women came, while the last one says there were 
more than threecame. Oue writer says there 
were two angels scen at the sepulchre., and they 
were stunding up; the other Evangelist says 
there was only one angel seen at the sepulcbre, 
and he was sitting down. 

The Bible also says that “no man bath seen 
God at any time,” and again it represents Jaccob 
as saying: “1 bave seen Gud face to face.”

WHEAT “IN SIGHT.” 


Michigan Elevators Hold at Least 1,500,000 
Bushels—This Amouat Much Larger Than 
Ever Before at This Time. 

Detroit Post, Jan. 20. 

In the investigation of the past two week: in 
regard to the subject of grain-storage and the 
movement of wheat throughout the State, opia- 
ions were frequently expressed and positive as- 
sertions made that there was more wheat “iu 
sight’’ in Michigan than ever before, and that 
the trade in that cereal was seriously barred, not 
ouly by the limited capacity of our elevator 
facilities here, but because at not a few 
points in the interior of the State 
about the same position of affairs ex- 
isted, which, of course, would not have beea 
the case could the wheat have found storage 
room at this point. With a view of furnishing 
its readers with information relative to this 
point of the amount of wheat “in sight” in 
this State, circulars were sent out by the Just 
and Tribune to the most important rai/road sta- 
tions asking for information relative to the 
amount of wheat in store, and also the storage. 
capacity of the respective points. The results 
of these inquiries are furnished berewith. 
Those points marked with an * are estimated in 
part, but the estimates in every instance are fur- 
nished by parties who, have either personal 
knowledge of what they state, or have obtained 


information sources entirely trustworthy:

From these returns it is safé to say that there 
are at least 1,500,000 bushels of Wheat in store 
aiong Ue railroad lives lu this State, while uw 
probabilities are that very co.mpicte reports 
would increase thut aggregate. No informa- 
tion of this kiud for former years tas ever been 
collected and published, and henve satisfactory 
coniparisons cannot be institnted, but it is saie 
to say tliat probably never before at this date of 
the season Was there ever so mucl: wheat storeJ 
and ready to be moved as at present.

THE APPELLATE COURT. 
The Court Reverses Judgments and Ver- 
dicts in Fifty-three Out of Fifty-four Cases 
Appealed to It. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
CaicaGco, Jan. 21.—Judge Bradwell has just 
publishea a volume of reports of the Appellate 


Court. 

The mechanical part of the, book is very cred- 
itable to the publishers, the Legal News Com- 
pany. I would suggest to Judge Bradwel) that 
it would make his reports much more valuable 
if he would make a brief statement of the case 
embodying the points iavoived, the decision 
of the Court below and of the Appellate Court. 
I would alsv recommend to him to take for his 
wodel in this respect Johnsou’s New York Ke- 
ports. The work is upon the whole very cred- 
itable. 

lv looking over the cases decided in the First 
District, reported in tuis volume, we find the 
astonishing fact that, out of tiftv-four cases, the 
whole number decided, every ove was reversed 
except ove. ‘The following is a statement of the 
cases aud the names of the Judges who tried

Now, what does this mean? That our Judges 
are all totally incompetent? If so, they better 
as a body resigu. If they can’t guess right more 
than once in fifty-four cases, we better try sume 
others in their places. isut are there not two 
sides to this question? Several of our Judges 
have bad large experience. Sowe of them at 
least have earned au envable reputation as jur- 
ists. May it not be that our Judges of the Ap- 


pellate Court look at the cuses with 
a too hypercritical eye, that they look 
fur technical errors, and use the micro- 


scope to find some metaphysical hair-split 
ting distinction as an excuse for a reversal! . 
‘the law used to be that the jury exercised an 
important function in the trial of cases,—when 
their verdict upon questions of fact, where there 
was conflicting evidence, would not be dis- 
turbed; but, whatever that may now bein theory 
it seems hot to be so in practice. Unless some 
respect’ is paid by the Appellate Court to the 
finding of juries and courts upon ae 
it results that every case must be ¢t 
twice upon the facts,—once with wit- 
nesses iu oven court, when the Jude 
who tries the case and the jury before whom 
the case is tried can see them and wei their 
testimony, and afterwards by late 
Court, who has none of those advantages. 

Is it not better for an Appellate Court to 
take a broad view of a case and see if substan- 
tial justice has been done, than to try some un- 
substantial, immaterial, or hyperthe error? 
1 do not believe a law-book can be found in the 
United States that presents so humiliating a 
record as the first volumeof Bradweli’s Reports 
of Appellate Courts. ‘ LawYEeR

There is a scarcity of 4 percents in the Ch 
cago market, on account of the delay of 
Government in filling orders. Dealers h 
were bidding par and 1¢ for bonds. ‘The selling 
price is 10u3¢@100{. The 6s of 1581 remained 
the same at 10654; the 5-203 of 1867 advanced 
1g, to 101%, but the 520s of 1863 were un- 
changed, at 102%{; the 1040s advanced ‘4, to 
106%. The new 5s of 1881 were off 3, to 10634. 
The 444s were steady at 105%. 

* Gold is selling at 100% im greenbacks. The 
demand is light. A new and interesting move- 
ment in the circulation of gold in this country 
is just making itself felt. A supply of the coin 
is making its way overland from Cali- 
fornia. Bankers in Omaha report that 
they are flooded with the article and 
refuse ail they can of it. They anticipate 
@iflicuity in keeping their balances down. 
‘The glut of gold at Omaha arises from the fact 
that gold is too plentiful on the Pacific coast, 
and through the railroads is being unloaded 
East, just as silver was previously. One Omaha 
bank on Monday refused to give greenbacks for 


$50,000 gold. The people of the Pacific coast

have lately given severa! indications of a prefer- 
ence for greenbacks over coin. The greenbacks, 
while they were depreciated paper, were re- 
jected by the Californians, but pow that they are 
at par with gold their superior convenience is 
winning them populerfavor. Aslight premium 
has recently been paid in San Francisco for 
greepbacks. If the Californians act strongly 
upon this preference for paper, they will send 
many millions of gold into circulation in the 


~ Fast. and it is altogether probablé that the in- 


flux of gold that is now to be seen in Omaba 
may soon make itself felt in Chicago. 
The amount of gold in the possession of the 


people, and hoarded, is larger than commonly. 


supposed. A writer in the Financial Chrowe'e 
thinks the figures as given by the mint report 
of $244,353,390 as the amount of gold in the 
country are much below the reality. He says: 
But where is it all. is the usual inquiry: for the 
Gonbt implied in this question is very generally 
felt. A few days since we meta New Jersey farm- 
er,—by po means a-wealthy one, —azd, falling into 
conversation with him, asked whether be had any 
ld. ** Yes,” he replied, ‘‘a very little. In 18.0 
had over ffieen huncred Goilars, and kept it for 
several years; but finally. when the premium began 
to go down, I soid it al! but one hundred and four- 
teen doliars. Ihave that yet.”” Mavthere not oe 
many other New Jersey farmers, and stiil more of 
some other States, with as large a sample? 
Foreign exchange business was quiet. The 
postal rates for sterling were 486 and 459*4, with 
actual transactions at 485¢ and 488%. The ad- 
vancing tendency of sterling, due in part to the 
homeward movement of 6 ver cent Gorern- 
ments, called or to be called, has not been seri- 
ously affected as yet by London subscriptions to 
the 4 percents. It was anticipated these might 
be heavy enovgh to make something of an off- 
set, but they bave not yet been large enough. 
Sterling grain and commercial bills were 455'¢ 
in currency, and French grain and commercial 
bills 522% in gold. The supply of bills was 
moderate. 


Consols show a continuous improvement. 


The opening price was 96)4, and at the close it 
was 965-16. Thereisa bull stock speculation 
in Loncon just now corresponding to the sim- 
ilar movement on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. The main reliance of the speculators 
is on cheap money, but the London 7 mes dis- 
credits this arreument, and warns the banks not 
to recommence their experiments of lending 
money on “cats and dogs,” unless they wish 
to invite disaster. 

The Chicago banks have rather light country 
orders for currency. Currency receipts are 
about equal tothe shipments. Country orders 
for New York exchange are not large. Appli- 
cations for discounts are satisfactory, and 
“cheap” money is not as cheap as it was. 
Rates are 7 per cent on call, and &@10 per cent 
on time. Bank clearings were $3,200,000. 

- Stocks were strong, though hardly so active 
as the day before. There are current numerous 
rumors about a new combination of unusual! 
‘strength to bull the Northwests, St. Pauls, and 
prices on the Board of Trade. Some veteran 
_dservers regard these reports with suspicion, — 
as points circulated to enable the poo] that have 
been holding the Granger stocks to unload on 
the public.

There bas bees an upward movement in the 
London stock market as well as at New York. 
Prices bare been going up under the buying of 
speculators inside the market, which, while it

- Prices up. The prospects of a quiet money- 


market, and a feeling that the worst of the 
crisisis appears to be over, make it compara- 
tively easy to induce a rise, and everything 
seems to promise that the movement now be- 
gun may go on forsome little time. United 
States railway stock partook in the general 
movement, and Erie bonds and shares in pac- 
ticular were in active demand. Canadian rail- 


‘way securities, on the other hand, were weak 


on the unfavorable traffic return of the Grand 
Trank Company, which shows a falling-off for 
the first weck of January of $39,500. The ir- 
finence of cheap money ih stock speculation can- 
not be very great, if the banks adopt the sug- 
gestion of the Times and refuse to lend money 
on speculative securitics. 


There were beavy purchases reported of Erie 


ahd Lackawanna. Osborne was buying Lake 
Shore and D. P. Morgan was said to be “taking 
care,”? whatever that might imply, of the St. 
Pauls. There was a good demand for Alton at 
38344, on the theory that for a stock that bas for 
fiftcen years paid dividends uninterruptedly of 
7 to 10 per cent it is cheap at its present price. 
Prince was buying Northwest preferred, and D.

The produce markets were all stronger rester- 
day, except perhaps barley; and some of them 
were very much excited. Provisions were boom- 
ing, pork advancing 65c per bri. Wheat also 
was unexpectedly buovant, advancing 3'‘<c per 
bu, and even corn sold Ic higher. All ad- 
vanced still further in the afternoon. Other 
grain followed upward in sympathy. The ex- 
citement all round was very unusual in its ex- 
tent, and Was a genuine surprise to many opera- 
tors; it seemed like a clap of thunder out of a 
clear sky. 

Provisions had been on the advance for sev- 
eral days previously, and not a few looked for 
a cessatiomyesterday to the upward movement, 
if pot for a marked reaction. But outsiders 
had evidently not ‘got through buying, and 
prices went up at an alarming rate, thouch the 
local longs were “accused ”’ of unloading very 
freely. The statement made recently that 
there will be a comparatively light run of sum- 
mer bogs has wakened up the slumbering con- 
fidence in pork, and people are buying without 
stopping to ask how much ground there was 
for the assertion. It seems rather singular that 
the bulge should be almost synchronous with 
the announcement that our stocks are extraor- 
dinarily large. and probably much exceed the 
figures given »y the parties holding them. 

The sharp advance in wheat may be accept ed 
as a proof that the short interest in that deal 
was a very much longer one than generally sup- 
posed. Otherwise there would not have been 
such a decided movement with scarcely any en- 
couragement from Liverpool, and barely a shade 
of improvement in New York. The same re- 
mark applies to corn; and in a minor degree to 
other cereals. ! 

Some people described the change in the con- 
dition of the markets as “the usual January 
bulge.”’ it was, however,a very unusual one, 
and can searcely be explained in that way. One 
might perhaps be nearer right in ascribing it to 
the wave of returning confidence which Ieziti- 
mately follows a return toa specie footing. 
and the greater ease in the money market 
which necessarily resulte from increasing our 
firculating medium by a vast volume of coin. 
It is not probable that this wave will carry 
quotations bigher than cah be sustained, as ove 
extreme geveraily follows another, but there 
was room for a little reaction from the extreme 
prostration which marked the course of the 
produce markets for along time past. 

Sume people are asking, flow many calls will 
there be ina day if this excitement continue 
much longer? The matter is really embarras- 
sing already. At the 11:30 call yesterday, 3c 
was bid for May corn, while it could have heen 
purchased up-stairs at 354¢c at the same instant. 
The man who bad orders to sell at 3c, but 
“wasn’t there,’’ will haye td do a little vigor- 
ous “explaining”’ to bis principals. 

The trading yesterday was largely of the 
speculative character, the advance in prices 
carrying the murkets out of the reach of most 
of those who held ordcré to buy and ship. 
Freight-room was not in éuch brisk demand 
in consequence, though there was no surpius of 
cars offering. 

The dry-goods trade remains quiet, with 
prices showing very slight variation. Orders 
are principally for small quantities of such ar- 
ticles as are needed for the “ freshening-up” of 
stocks. Groceries continue in good demand, and 
the general market maintains a firm tone. 
Sugars alone were weak. They could be bought 
at 3gec under the quoted prices. Dealers in 
dried fruits and canned goods report a contin- 
ued liberal demand and a firm set of priced. 
Fish met with a limited inguiry at nominvaily 
steacy figures. There was a firm market ior 
butter and cheese, the demand continuing good. 
Prices of oils were the same as on Monday, ex- 
cepting an advance of 2c in lard, and were #en- 
erally firm. In the leather market quiet stiil 
prevails, and prices remain as before. - Tobacco 
was Inactive, am] values remain in an unsettled 
condition. pending a definite settlement of the 
tax question. Coal was in good request, and 
Was unchanged. 

Lumber was steady. Thesales were fair in 
the aggregate, and trade shows po sigrs of fa!l- 
ing off. The pineries seem to ve well supplied 
with snow, except parts of Wisconsin ard the 
adjacebt portion of Michigan, and iogs are being 
banked rapidiy on all the leading streams and 
their tributaries. Some of the dealers are count- 
ing on receipts ot 1,200,000,000 ft pine lumber at 
Chicago the coming season, and as much more 
as the supply of the Mississippi River district. 

Wool Was steady under moderate sales to 
Western manufacturers.

DEAD MILLIONATRES. 
San Francisco Alta, 

The death since the beginning of the year of 
four residents of San Francisco, reputed to be 
milliovaires, three of them leavine each an es- 
state estimated at more than $8,000,000, sug- 
gests some remarks on theircareer. All of them 
began life in poverty; not one of them made 
his money by mere luck; and all were men con- 
siderably above the average in business reputa- 
tion and moral character. Hopkins, Reese, and 
Colton bad rare industry, tat, and business 
capacity, and yet were very different ip habits 
and tastes. Hopkins was strict, economical, 
fond of business for the sake of business, with 
a strong sense of duty, a dislike of display and 
of any participation in political management. 
He was a quiet, just man, liked and trusted by 
ali woo knew him weil; fitted to thrive by 
prudence and thrift, avoiding everything that 
looked to him like speculation, but not unable 
to comprehend or unwilliug to undertake great 
enterprises such as the Central Pacitic was at 
the beginning. | 

Colton was avery different man. He began 
life as an office-holder, was a natural politician, 
and was fond of participating in public move- 
ments and influencing men about him. He had 
a natural liking for speculation, and made many 
investments Which would never have found fa- 
yor with Hopkins, but be was much more care- 
ful than the average speculator. He enjoyed 
the spending as wellas the making of his 
money. He was proud of his maguiticent home, 
and was the only one of the four that bad one, 
Hopkins dving before the completion of his pal- 
ace, which he built rather as a sense of duty to 
Califorvia than to gratify his own taste. Like 
the others, Colton had an excclient reputation 
for fair-dealing. 

It would, we imagine, be no injustice to 
Michael Reese to call him a genteel miser. He 
had a geoius for lending money. And excellent 
judge of men and a sound thinker, he carefully 
sttiidied the investments offered to bim beivre 
accepting them. It was his rule to rely exclu- 
sively on his own judgment, and never to take 
a large risk merely because of a possibility of 
large gains. Keasonabie certainty of a moder- 
ate profit was, in his opinion, the first requisite 
in a business transaction. After he had acquired 
his first million he borrowed largely, and no- 
body knew better where to borrow cheav or to 
lend dear. He provided himself with a good 
stock of available securities, from which be 
could readily obtain money from people who 
would not lend unless they could obtain their 
funds at very short notice. He loaved at much 
higher rates. It is said by those who ought to 
know that he made $200,000 annu- 
ally on borrowed money. LHe paid several vis.ts 
to Europe, and sometimes indu!ged in littie 
Juxuries; but his expenditures for persona! ep- 
joyment were generaliy less than those of men 
with an income of $2,000Va year. His onlv gift 
of money ior a public purpose in his life-time, 
so far as We KNOW, Was tuat of $3,000Lo purchase 
Lieber’s library tor the State University. He 
could make himself agreeable in company, and 
was fair and faithiul in business transactions. 

W. 8. O’Brien bad no uncommon capacity in 
avy respect, and in the ordivary course ol events 
he would never have made more thana moder- 
ate fortune. Heowed muchof bis great suc- 
cess to genial manners. Asa good feliow he 
had few superiors. Healways hada cheerful 
word for everybody, and everybody jiked 
him. His popularity contributed much 
to give a start tothe house of Flood & 
O’ Brn, and he was fortuuate enough to be 
associated with men whose special knowledge. 
and talents raised the firm to princely wealth, 
He did not bother himself much in the acquisi- 
tion or in the mavagement of his wealtn; it 
added little to his enjovment, and made little 
change in his tastes or associations. He was to 
the last the same plain, simpie-hearted man 
among his old friends as iu the earlier days. 

Each of these four men deserved their good 
fortuve, acquired it fairly, and used it in a man- 
per that did no harm to the community. Hop- 
kins obtained much of his weaith from Govern- 
ment subsidies; but in returo he helped to 
build 2,000 miles of railroad, and be made a 
good return tor allhe got. Coiton helped to 
build 700 miles of railroad. O’Brien’s wealth 
contributed to erect one of the finest buildings 
and to found one of the wealthiest banks in the 
United States. . Reese erectéd many good build- 
ings. Hovkins, O’Brien, and Reese were child- 
jess: Colton leaves two daughters. ‘The mill- 
jons accumulated by one generation will be dis- 
tributed by the next.

10, 1879.—Zditors of the 
Salem Gazetie: I notice in this morning’s paper 
your copy of the epitaph on the late Mr. Cush- 
ing, made by the Newburyport poetess, Miss 
Hannah F. Gould, more than sixty years ago, 
and the epitaph on Miss Gould, said to have 
been made by Mr, Cushing. Allow me to cor- 
rect your statemient. I have before me a copy 
in Mr. Cushing’s own handwriting of those epi- 
tapbs of Miss Gould’s (thirty-three in number), 
which he collected and wrote out at that time 
for my aunt, the Jate Miss Mary Townsend ; and 
the epitaph on Miss Gould is here ascribed to 
Mr. Ebenezer Bailey, a well-known schoolmaster 
of Newburyport and Boston. Furthermore, my 
bonored frieud, the well-known antiquary, Mr. 
John W. Vean, of Boston, wrote to Mr. Cusbing 
about the authorship of this very epitaph, and 
received the following reply:

But what must bave been 
the feelings of the editor when he received his 
paper at the Conterence. A hasty explavation 
was made to the subscribers, and the next issue 
came.out with its usual amount of church intel- 
ligence, and satisfaction was once more settled 
in the minds of the Baptist inhabitants of that 
portion of New York State.
